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INTRODUCTION 


In the fall of 1983, plans were initiated for a Memorial to Trenor Franklin Goodell and 
his wife Marion Josephine (Sears) Goodell. Their oldest daughter Elizabeth, was asked to 
update the ancestral table she had given to her brother and each of her sisters, and to outline 
the history of our Goodell family begun by her 35 years ago. To this would be added essays 
by each of the children, so that their children and grandchildren and later generations might 
learn more of their roots. 

As the plan was implemented, our lack of knowledge about our Goodell grandfather 
was apparent, and we approached his daughter, Freda Susie (Goodell) Tripp, who helped 
personally. We also returned to Mt. Holly, VT, where land records were abundant for 
Goodells of the last century. To complete the family unit, we felt Freda S. (Goodell) Tripp’s 
lineage should be included, as well as mother’s sister, Winifred Walker (Sears) Greer and her 
children. 

This is definitely a family undertaking. Our strong heritage on both sides is 
characterized by religion, for many generations almost entirely Congregational, but with our 
grandparents solely Methodist. Among our grandchildren, the ecumenical spirit of our time 
is evident, and faith is an important element of modern living.

RI Families, etc. His mother was Philippa Ward, but his daughter usually used Philip. 


Benjamin Chase, 1639-1731, son of William Chase who died in Yarmouth, MA, 1659, 
fascinating will (Vol. 2, Part 2, Plymouth Records); had come with the fleet which 
brought Governor Winthrop, spent the winter of 1638 at Yarmouth, MA, the only one 
to remain. NEHGR 1181 tells of his wife, Mary’s, illness. See also #174 for his son, 
William. Banks mss. show William b. 1595, m. Mary Townley, that he was from 
Wivenhoe, Essex, son of Matthew, grandson of John the son of Thomas Chase of 
Chesham, England. Matthew’s wife, Elizabeth, was daughter of Richard Bauld. 


Mary Richmond, 1654-1730, daughter of John Richmond, Jr., 1627-1715, by his 
second wife, Abigail Rogers. (See #124.) John Richmond, Sr. and James Walker were 
two authorized by the court to buy part of what became Dighton, MA; he was in RI in 
1655, but returned to Taunton, MA. 


Richard Godfrey, Sr. 1651-1725, son of Richard Godfree and daughter of ...Turner, 


possessed real estate in Taunton, MA as early as 1652; his will dated October 4 was Js’d 
17 November, 1691 with son Richard Ex’r. 


Sarah Caswell, born Taunton, MA 1658, daughter of Thomas Caswell who reached the 
colonies about 1640. No marriage record found, the births of twelve children were 
recorded in Taunton, MA. (5 sons and 6 daughters). 


William Hoskins, b. Plymouth, MA 1647, son of William and Ann (Hinde) Hoskins, his 
father admitted freeman after 1633. 


Hannah Burt was daughter of James Burt and his wife Anna, who died in Taunton, MA 

1655. James’ will was presented at court 1680; gave to daughter Hannah “‘one heiffer 

of yeer and vantage, Ridon white cullered, and half my household stuff.’’ He sailed 

from London 14 April, 1635, was in Newport 1639, surveyors of roads in Taunton, 

MA 1645 and 1654, and lived on the west side of the river. 

John Hathaway Jr., d. 1705. See Hathaway genealogies for details. 

Elizabeth buried at Rehoboth, MA 17 July 1687. 

. Gilbert Brooks b. England about 1621 arrived on Blessing, from London. Lived with 
William Vassail, later at Marshfield, MA. Died at Rehoboth, MA with Dr. Richard 
Bowen attending his death. His will pro’g 1695 included grandchildren Basheba Walker, 
Brook and Bethia Thresher.

. Repeat 37. and 38. of Generation Eight and 75. and 76. of this list. Samuel Gardner 
and Elizabeth were three times our ancestors. The part of South Swansea, MA now 

‘known as Gardner’s Neck was purchased 30 December, 1693, then called Mattapoisett, 

MA. Six years earlier he lived at Scippy-can and owned land on both sides of Taunton 

River. See NEHGR 79/256 for inventory of his estate February, 1697.

Hezekiah Luther b. probably Taunton or Boston, MA 1639 or 1640; d. Swansea, MA 

1723, son of Capt. John Luther b. probably Great Canford, Dorsetshire, England and 

died on board ship in Delaware Bay 1644 (Old Style, 1645 New Style). He m. about 

1635 Elizabeth..... (mss. owned by Richmond Luther of Hingham, MA). 
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Elizabeth Timberlake, daughter of Henry Timberlake of Newport, RI who came from 
Tichfield Parish, Hampshire, England (Banks mss.); d. 1680; his wife Mary d. 1705. 
John de Timberlake, 1281 Assize Rolls, Staffordshire, from a lost timberlake in 
Bayton, Worcestershire. 


John Coggeshall m. 24 December, 1670, son of Major John Coggeshall, a Governor of 
RI, b. in England, d. Newport, RI 1708, m. Elizabeth Belstone about 1647 and they 
separated in 1654; she m. Thomas Gould of Wickford, RI; she d. 1683 ae. 86. John 
Coggeshall, Sr. was a mercer from Halstead Parish, Co. Essex, who arrived on the Lion 
in September 1632, admitted freeman 6 November, 1632, was President of RI Colony 
when he died in office 23 November, 1647. The name is from Pip Rolls 1181. 


Alice Wodell 1650-1734, daughter of William Wodell and Mary, a follower of Gorton 
who was expelled from Massachusetts for heresy, an original proprietor of Warwick, RI 
in 1642. Baptized as a Gortonite in 1643, the Governor of Massachusetts arrested him 
and put him in prison in Watertown, MA. After liberation he went to Portsmouth, RI 
and became a prominent Friend; d. 1692. William Wodell was son of Gershom Wodell. 
Several lived to be over 100 and many over 90. Welsh-English on one side and purely 
French on the other. 


Abraham Anthony b. 1650, was son of John b. London 1607, of Hampstead, County 
Middlesex, England, freeman 1641, m. Susanna Potter, came on Hercules; will 
probated 1675. He was son of Dr. John, 1585-1655, who received his M.B. 1613, M.D. 
1619, College of Physicians in London 1625. He was son of Dr. Francis 1550-1623, m. 
Susan Howe; in turn son of Francis who m. Judith Roby, dau. of Wm. Roby of 
London; he son of William Anthony of Cologne, Germany who came to London as 
chief graver of the mint and seals of King Edward VI, Queens Mary and Elizabeth... 
living certainly in 1495. 


(Also 94.) Robert Carr born London 1614; d. 1680; came from London in 1635 on 
Elizabeth Ann, taylor. Son of Benjamin Carr who lived and died in London 
C15 922 ) and Martha Hardington. Robert came with brother Caleb to live with 
Uncle Wm. in Bristol, RI and a few years later settled in Newport, RI. Robert was 
admitted a freeman in Newport, RI 16 March, 1614, an original purchaser of the island 
of Conanticut in Narragansett Bay of the Indians. His will dated 1661 proved 1681, left 
to his daughter and her first husband James Brown the land they had built upon and 
fenced in. James Brown d. 1683. 


Ens. Hugh Stewart or Stuard was of Yarmouth, MA as early as 1674 and the fourth 
largest taxpayer there. In 1683 he bought at Seaquanset, and seven years later another 
(Ref. History of Chatham, MA p. 110). He was constable and selectman several times. 
His will dated 5 March, 1710/1 and was not probated until 25 January, 1715/6.

Her father, William Phillips, an original purchaser of 
Cohannet and her mother Elizabeth Parker. 
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. James Walker, 1619/20-1691, proprietor at Assonet Neck, MA, one of first ““Celectmen”’, 
his mother, the widow Walker drew lot #52 and he drew lot #24 at the town meeting 
of Rehoboth, MA 31 June 1844. His sister Sarah, he and his mother arrived on the 
Elizabeth in 1635. See #107 and #128 for duplicates. 

Mary Watson, d. Taunton, MA 1 December, 1723 ae. 81, was daughter of George from 
Dedham Parish, Co. Essex, England and her mother Phebe Hicks. 


Major Thomas Leonard 1641-1713, Taunton, MA, physician, judge, town clerk, and 
deacon, a distinguished man of his day. His father, James Leonard, emigrated here in 
1691; his mother, Mary Martin, also died that year. James settled in Braintree, MA. 
Sarah Walker, see #100 above. 

John Tisdale, 1614-1675, one of second list of Cohannet purchasers, killed by Indians 
and house burned, baptized Ripon, Yorkshire, England, was of Duxbury, MA 1636, 
able to bear arms 1643, later of Taunton, MA, owned lot #23 in Freetown, MA, now 
part of Assonet Village, east of the railroad station; his son Joshua settled there and the 
high profile rock was known as “Old Man of Joshua’s Mountain.” His inventory totaled 
150 pounds. Son of Thomas and Ruth. 

George Frye was weaver, from Combe, Somersetshire, England, admitted a freeman in 
1651, will 1676. 

Avis Deacon probably daughter of John Deacon (alias Francis) of Barleston, 
Leicestershire, arrived Plymouth (Pope). 

William Reade from Batcombe, Somersetshire arr. Weymouth, MA 1635 on 
L’assurance de Lo, d. Weymouth, MA before 1658. Conflicting statements in print, 
perhaps son of William Reade and Lucy Henage. Freeman 2 September, 1635 and a 
representative 1636 and 1638. 

Elizabeth. 

Nicholas Phillips from Wendover, Buckinghamshire, England (Banks mss.) Dedham, 
MA 1638, freeman 1640, removed to Weymouth, MA. Will made 2 June 1671, 
probated 3 October, 1672, mentions Alice or Elizabeth Shaw. 

Bridget Best, daughter Henry Best, baptised Ovenden 19 April, 1592, m. Halifax, 
Yorkshire, England 24 June, 1616 

Abraham Shaw, son of Thomas Shaw and Elizabeth (Longbottom) Shaw, left an 
undated memo. of last wishes which was pro’d late in 1638. His house in Watertown, 
MA was burned October 1636 (The American Genealogist April 1981, pp. 85-87) 

Ann Churchman, dau. of Hugh Churchman, m. Weymouth, MA 16 April, 1639. 

John Rogers d. between 26 August, 1691 and 20 September, 1692. Freeman in 1642 
surveyor for ‘““Duxburrow” in 1644. His father, Thomas Rogers, had come from St. 
Bartholomew Great, London (Banks mss.) He was a camlet merchant in London, a 
citizen of Leyden in 1618, came on the Mayflower and d. in first sickness in February, 
1621. Buried on Burial Hill, Plymouth, MA. 

John Richmond bapt. Ashton Keynes, England 1594 or 7, d. Taunton, MA 20 March, 
1664. (See #25 above for John Jr. See ‘“‘The Richmond Family,” Boston, MA 1897). 
Elizabeth Holder (Boston Transcript) 

William Chase b. 1622; d. 1684/5 brother to #24 above. 

Isabel Twining b. Eng., d. 16 May, 1706; dau. Wim. who d. Eastham, MA 1659, his 
widow Anna Doane d. 1680; married Yarmouth, MA 1641. 

Francis Baker, 1611-1696, England and Yarmouth, MA Planter 1635. 

Elizabeth d. November 1703 

Yelverton Crowell lived in W. Yarmouth, MA in the vicinity of Hyannis Bay, served in 
war against Indians in 1675; d. 24 October 1683. 
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Elizabeth, probably Tilden. 


William Bassett died Bridgewater, MA 1667; arrived at Plymouth, MA 1621 on Fortune 
from Parish Stepney Bethnal Green, County Middlesex. Several pages of data in One 
Bassett Family in America, copy #6 in Springfield Public Library. Iron Monger. m. 
Margaret Oldham. 

Teague (?) Jones 

Anne Busby bapt. St. Mary Coslany, Norwich, England 2 February, 1607/8, d. 1686 or 
subsequent. Daughter of Nicholas Busby who arr. Boston 1637, 1582-1657, m. St. 
Mary Coslany, Bridget Cocke, dau. Christopher Cocke who m. in same parish 1579/80 
Margaret Allen. Nicholas Busby was a selectman in Watertown, MA 1640 and 1644 and 
d. Boston 1657, son of Nicholas and Susan, and grandson of John Busby who lived at 
Great Oakley, Essex, England and later in Aele, Norfolk. A mercer whose will was 
probated in 1570, naming four children as heirs. Ref. Massachusetts Historical 
Collection I, 4th series, p. 96. 


William Nickerson 1603/4-1689/90, born probably St. Ethelred’s, Norfolk, arr.Boston, 
MA 1637. Religious teacher in Monomoit. His father of same name was bapt. 1571 in 
St. Ethelred’s and was taxed there 3 January, 1604/5. His grandfather, Thomas was of 
St. John’s Timberhill 1567, St. Peter’s 1569, and he and his wife, Alice, buried at St. 
Peter’s Permontergate in 1596 and 1600. His father Thomas Nyxson b. St. John’s 
Timberhill 25 February, 1584/5; his wife was Margaret Rudd, daughter of Richard 
Rudd of Norwich. Note this is an important ancestor of this family with repeats at 
200, 202, and 232. At least sons Nicholas, William, and Joseph, and daughter Sarah 
jie

Mercy Williams (dau. Thomas Williams of Eastham, MA 1655 and Elizabeth Tate or 
Tart) d. 7 April, 1739, widow of 

William Nickerson, Jr. 1646-1718/9, built early house at Chatchpinacut, Old Harbor, 
Chatham, MA. Clerk and treasurer of the town, yet no record of the births of his 
children were found. 

William Lumpkin arr. 11 April, 1637 on Rose, a locksmith from England, 33, and wife 
Elizabeth, 34, with one child and servant Thomas Howe. Freeman at Yarmouth, MA 
January 1639. Perhaps an earlier wife Thomasin or Tamasin, for whom his daughter 
was named, later wife of Samuel Mayo (see #246). 


Elizabeth Mayo d. Yarmouth, MA 16 March, 1700/1; she dau. of Rev. John Mayo and 
sister of Samuel, above. Rev. John Mayo had graduated from an English University, his 
father, John, probably the rector at Cattistock, England. He settled in Barnstable, MA 
and admitted freeman in 1640 and in April 1640 ordained a teaching elder of Rev. 
John Lothrop’s church. In 1646 he settled in Nauset, now Eastham, MA as pastor. In 
1655 he was called to the Old North Church or Second Church of Boston, where he 
was associated with Dr. Increase Mather, who succeeded him. After retirement he 
returned to Yarmouth, MA and lived with his daughter Elizabeth, wife of Joseph 
Howes.

Butyon-Bradstreet, County Dorset, son of Christopher, 
went to Yarmouth, MA about 1643. (Ref. Mayflower Desc. 11/17, NEHGR

Thomas Crosby, b. England 1634, res. Eastham, MA prob. son of Simon Crosby who 
was chosen townsman of Cambridge, MA 1638, surveyor of highways 1635-6, came on 
Susan and Ellen from Holme-on-Spalding Moor, Yorkshire. 


Dorothy Batts arr. Lynn on Bevis 1638, buried 19 March, 1678/9, married 


Richard Sayres, Sares, Sears born England, buried Yarmouth, MA 26 August, 1676, no 
gravestone. Repeat 256. 


Catherine Wheldon, dau. Gabriel from Arnold Parish, Nottingham County. September, 
1638, granted permission to locate in Yarmouth, MA then Mattacheese. Arrived with 
family of grown children and a second wife in 1639. He d. in Malden, MA; will pro’d. 4 
April, 1654. 

Giles Hopkins, came on Mayflower with his father Stephen who was a signer of the 
Mayflower Compact. M. in Yarmouth, MA in 1639 and died in Eastham, MA 1689/90, 
will Mayflower Descendant I-110. He was second settler of Nauset, now Eastham, MA. 
His father had largest family on board the Mayflower. Stephen m. 2) 19 February, 
1617/8 Elizabeth Fisher, who had the care of 3 young children. He had fiery temper; 
had visited VA in 1609. Ref. “Mayflower Planters,’’ Leon Clark Hills, 1936, pp. 
116-129 and 137-142. 


Rebecca Tracy, dau. of Stephen, d. Eastham, MA 1668, married 


William Merrick, Lt. under Capt. Standish, original proprietor of Bridgewater, MA 
came on James in 1636 to Charlestown, MA. Duxbury, MA 1636, 5 acres next to glade 
at Powder Point; in 1637, 20 acres at Green Harbor, MA. L. C. Hills “Cape Cod Series” 
11/65 traces five generations in. 


Deborah Willard 1645-1721, dau. of George Willard, bapt. Horsmonden, County Kent 
and Dorothy Dunster, granddaughter of Capt. Richard Willard and his third wife Joane 
Morebread. George Willard was fined in 1641 for erroneous beliefs and left Scituate 
1646, perhaps went to Maryland. More on Capt. Richard Willard in Early New England

Joshua Hemenway 1643/4-1726, son of Ralph Hemmenway and Elizabeth Hewes (she 
dau. John Hewes and Mary Foote) and church records of Roxbury, MA of 1 February, 
1685 state “old widow Hemingway buried.” Mary Foote was dau. Robert and Joan 
Foote of Shalford, Essex, yeoman, whose will dated 27 January 1608 and prob. 
February 15 following; Elizabeth Brooke was mother of Joan. Ralph Hemmenway 
came in the Great Migration and was a member of the First Church of Roxbury as 
early as 1633. Proprietor of the town, admitted freeman 1634. Will made 4 May, 1677 
prob. July 16 of next year mentions his great age; widow Elizabeth (Hewes) and three 
sons; his dau. Ruth died unmarried 1684.

His father, Thomas Bliss, was from Preston Parva, 
Northamptonshire, England, arr. Boston, MA 1636, lived in Braintree, MA, Hartford, CT 
and Weymouth, MA before arriving at Rehoboth, MA in 1643; his wife was widow Ide; 
his will dated 8 June 1649 left his house to Jonathan. Thomas’ father Jonathan had 
died 1635/6. 


Mary Howlett 1642-1718, dau. Thomas Howlett of Ipswich, MA earlier So. Elmham, 
County Suffolk. 


John Perley 1636-1729, Ipswich and Boxford, MA buried Harmony Cemetery, E. 
Boxford, MA. His father, Allan Perley 1608-1675, b. Wales, came from St. Albans, 
Hertfordshire on Planter of Gov. Winthrop’s fleet in 1630; moved to Ipswich, MA from 
Charlestown, MA 1634; large landholder in Essex, Rowley, Boxford, Ipswich, Plum 
Island, MA etc. Freeman 1642. M. Susanna Bokesen in 1635; she d. Ipswich, MA 11 
February, 1693. His will, Essex County 24/121. 


Mary Whipple, Bocking Co. Essex, d. Watertown, MA 2 June, 1721, gravestone. Her 
father, John Whipple, was Elder of Ipswich, 1638, his wife Sarah, his father Matthew 
Whipple b. Bocking, County Essex; his mother Joanna (NEHGR 56/274 and 78/449). 


Simon Stone, Jr. 1630-1708, many times Selectman of Watertown, MA and Town 
Clerk. His father, Simon Sr. 1585-1665 was baptized at Great Bromley, County Essex, 
m. there 5 August 1616, Joan Clark, dau. William Clark; she d. before 1654. Simon 
came on the Increase leaving England in April and arr. Watertown, MA July 1635. The 
Stones lived near Colchester, County Essex for over three centuries prior to 1635 in 
Little Bentley, Ardleigh and Great Bromley in Tendring Hundred. The church has 
registers of baptism since 1559, deaths only since 1725. Back ten generations from 
Simon gives Walter Stone, born about 1285 and living in 1327; his son and grandson 
had same name, but in the next generation it was Walter Stone, then John, then Simon 
of Ardleigh and Great Bromley b. 1450 whose wife was Elizabeth and whose will was 
made 12 May, 1506 pro’d 10 February, 1510 and is now in the Stowe Collection, 
Manuscript Dept. of British Museum in London. A copy is in the genealogy. His son 
David’s estate was called ‘“‘Goodeness.”’ His son Simon m. Agnes and left will dated 28 
July, 1557. His son David’s 2nd wife, Ursula was mother of Simon, Sr. above. 

Martha Bunker was probably b. in England; her father George Bunker was Constable of 
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Charletown, MA 1638, d. Malden; his wife Judith Major d. in Charlestown, MA 10 
October, 1646. The family held much land in Charlestown for generations. See Bunker 
Family by C. W. O. Bunker. Banks Topographical Dictionary, page 1 states he came 
from Chalgrove, County Bedfordshire. George’s parents were Oliver and Joan, next 
generation William and Ann, then Roger and Agnes. 


John Starr probably arrived on the Hercules; he and Martha both d. 1703/4. His father, 
Dr. Comfort Starr, was from Ashford, County Kent, England; his wife, Elizabeth, d. 25 
June, 1658. John’s brother Comfort was sent back to England for his medical 
education and did not return to New England. Comfort and John were both on lists 
able to bear arms in August, 1643, Duxbury, MA; Comfort was in Cambridge, MA in 
1635. He gave land, part of his farm, to build Harvard College. Ref. Starr Genealogy. 


John Morse was an original proprietor of Groton, MA, 12 acres of land, was the sixth 
Town Clerk serving 1670-6 and 80-1. He was received into First Church of Dedham I 
January, 1640. 


John Lawrence arr. 1630, by 1635 was carpenter east of Fresh Pond, Cambridge, MA 
an original proprietor of Groton, MA, 20 acres of land, one of first selectmen. His wife, 
Elizabeth d. Groton, MA 1663 and he in 1667. He was baptized in Wissett, County 
Suffolk 8 October, 1609. 


Stephen Fosdick was from Wenham Magna, Suffolk County, England. His first wife d. 
England and he m. about 1624 Sarah, sister of John Wetherell, who cared for his 
children and bore him two more. Martha was 17 when he arrived in Charlestown, MA 
1635, and he 52. Carpenter. Full Communion 1638; excommunicated 1643 and not 
restored until three months before his death 1664. Will dated 23 February, 1663, pro’d 
21 June, 1664; estate 500 pounds. 


Thomas Gates of Norwich, County Norfolk, England. Much printed data, as some 
confuses two Stephen Gates, both from Norwich. 


Samuel Gore of London. 


Dr. William Gager d. Charlestown before 24 November, 1630 (Letter, Gov. Winthrop 
2/84). From Groton, Suffolk County, England. 


John Bullard and his wife were received into the First Church, Dedham “‘ye 2d d of ye 
5 mo.” (1639) See also Bullard and Allied Families p. 16. No proof. 


John (eldest son of Thomas), and Thomas Ruggles came from Nazing, County Essex. 
Conflicting records as to which m. Mary Curtis and d. Roxbury 16 November, 1644. 
Will dated 9 November, 1644. Pope and Eliot Church Records. Four more generations 
back to Thomas Ruggles of Sudbury, County Suffolk and descent from King Edward 
time of William de Ruggele of Staffordshire. 


William Lyon of Heston, now part of London, may have died before 1635 as his son 
was placed in care of Isaac Heath on the Hopewell which sailed 11 September, 1635. 
This William m. at Harrow on the Hill 17 July, 1615 Anne Carter. His father, William 
had d. in Little Stanmer, County Middlesex where he was buried 7 September, 1624; 
his mother was Isabel Wightman, dau. Wm. and Isabel Wightman. The next generation 
was John Lyon whose wife was Joan. His father, John, was born in Ryslippe about 
1470 and m. Emma Hedde. Henry Lyon fourth in descent from Baron John de Lyon, 
left Norfolk which had been for more than 200 years the ancestral home and settled at 
Ryslippe, County Middlesex, where the family remained for four generations. 


No exact proof as to parents of Robert Goodell (#256). Present evidence indicates 
parents were Robert and Joan (Artys) Goodell. The Robert who was buried 5 May, 
1588 and Elizabeth, widow, 5 March 1601/2 are probably grandparents and Robert 
buried 7 April, 1631 his father. (See A Genealogy of the Descendants of Robert 
Goodale/Goodell of Salem, MA by Geo. E. Williams 1984) 
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Chapter 2 Our Goodell Family in New England 
1634-1907 


Robert Goodell, born in Suffolk County, England in 1604; died in Salem, 
Massachusetts in 1683, married 1) Katherine, married 2) Margaret. He sailed from the port 
of Ipswich 12 November, 1634 with his wife, Katherine, 28 and three children: Mary, 
Abraham and Isaac. He was granted a houselot and an acre of land in 1636, another 20 acres 
in 1639; and by 1651 he had acquired 480 acres in Salem, MA. His grandfather was 
probably a member of the French Huguenots who emigrated to London in 1530. Eighteen 
variations of the spelling of the surname have been found. Five more children were born to 
Katherine in Salem. His second wife, Margaret, was living with him at the time of his death. 
By tradition, his father was a small land proprietor, and Robert followed in his footsteps. As 
each of his children married, he gave them a generous acreage, creating a family settlement 
around his homestead. Many years after Katherine’s death he entered into an agreement of 
marriage with Margaret Lazenby of Exeter, New Hampshire, 30 August, 1669. His will, 
signed 12 October, 1682, was probated 27 June, 1683. He left home and orchard to 
Elizabeth Bennett, his daughter, and her son John Smith, his grandchild. Only two sons 
survived to carry on his name. Isaac’s house stayed in the family for over two centuries. Our 
ancestor was Zachariah. 

Zachariah Goodell was baptized in Salem 31 May, 1640. He took the Oath of 
Allegiance at Salem 2 October, 1678, was surveyor of highways 1685-6, listed as a 
commoner 1702. He married in Salem October, 1666 Elizabeth Beauchamp, the fourth 
child of Edward and Mary Beauchamp. Her father was a merchant who came to Salem. 
Births of eleven children are recorded in Salem’s Vital Records. Thomas was the fifth, the 
third son. 

Thomas Goodell was born in Salem 30 October, 1676. He went to Woodstock, CT in 
1698, and came back to Beverly, MA where he married Sarah Horill 2 December, 1698. She 
was born 1 June, 1684 and died in Pomfret, CT 5 November, 1750. Thomas died there in 
1756. Ebenezer was the third of their eleven children. 

Ebenezer Goodell born Pomfret, CT 8 September 1703, died Canterbury, CT 20 May, 
1772. He married in Pomfret, CT 31 October, 1728 Experience Lyon, daughter of Abiel 
Lyon and his first wife, Judith Farrington. Her sister, Abigail Lyon, married Ebenezer’s 
brother, Jabez Goodell. Experience was born in Woodstock, CT 11 October, 1704, and died 
in Canterbury 3 January, 1758. Of their nine children, Moses was sixth. 

Moses Goodell born Pomfret, CT 16 June, 1741, probably died in Westminster, VT 
about 1828. He married in Canterbury, CT 29 October, 1767 Thankful Forbes. She was 
daughter of Capt. Simon Forbes and Thankful Ellis, born in Canterbury 24 April, 1750. 
Moses was listed as a Sergeant with seven days service in the Revolutionary War. He was in 
Westminster, VT in 1780, cleared land and built a home, but apparently did not move his 
family to Vermont until 1782 for the Vital Records of Canterbury, CT record the births of 
Allthea, Elias, Ebenezer and Simon; only Moses Jr. was born in Westminster, VT. Both town 
and church records are missing for a number of years, and nowhere have we found death 
records nor gravestones for either Moses or Thankful. However, New Hampshire records 
show a Thankful Goodell who died in Winchester, NH 10 April 1829 aged 78. As our 
Thankful was born 24 April, 1750, she would have been just two weeks short of age 78. 
Signature of Moses and Thankful are clear on the first covenant of the Western Church of 
Westminster which they signed 31 October, 1799. 
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The last date we are certain both Moses and Thankful were alive was 16 November, 
1827 when Ebenezer Goodell deeded to ‘“‘his honored father Moses Goodell ...for $1,000 
current money...to lease to him during his life and the life of his wife, Thankful, the up and 
improvement of the land hereafter mentioned...one-half of lot #10 in the 7th range of 
80-acre lots, one-half the buildings thereon...the full quest and peaceable possession and 
enjoyment during the natural lives of them the said Moses Goodell and Thankful his wife.” 
That deed was recorded in Westminster, VT, Book M, page 127, was delivered in the 
presence of Simon Goodell and Moses Goodell, Jr. 

Many other Goodell deeds have been abstracted and are in our files. Some were among 
the family papers which Trenor F. Goodell brought to Dighton, MA from Mt. Holly, VT 
when he moved in 1908. 

The Woodstock families, Volume 5 gives much data on other Goodell families, but for 
Moses and Thankful lists only two sons. Their family:

The 1790 census of Westminster, VT agrees with this as the two males over 16 were 
Moses and Elias, the three under 16, Ebenezer, Simon and Moses, Jr. and the two females 
Thankful and Allthea. The 1800 census is not so clearly explained, but the younger three 
sons were with their parents, the older two gone and two boys under 10 were possible 
grandsons, or even schoolchildren who were boarding with them. No further record yet 
found for Allthea, but it is possible she had married and was in New Hampshire where her 
mother died. 

In the 1820 census, Simon was head of his own household, and his mother may have 
been the extra female over 45 with him. Ebenezer had an extra male over 45 with him who 
may have been his father. All seven Goodell households in 1810 were searched, but none 
had a male of the right age to be Moses, Jr. He could have hired out with a family of another 
surname, anywhere! His marriage was recorded in Westminster, VT in 1811 and in 1825 sold 
land there which was Emma’s as heir to her father, Stephen Holden. 

Elias Goodell bought lot #5 in the 8th range August, 1805, and in 1799 had bought 
#4 in the 8th range of 100 acre lots; in 1810 he is listed in Westminster, VT with one female 
18-26 and one over 45. 

Simon’s death was not found in Westminster, VT records, but the Woodstock, CT 
Families show Dr. Simon Goodell with six children. 

Moses Goodell, Jr. born Westminster, VT 26 October, 1789; d. Mt. Holly, VT 1 April, 
1871, buried Tarbellville Cemetery, VT 5 April, 1871; m. Westminster, VT 26 September, 
1881 Emma Holden, Daughter of Stephen and Martha (Wasson) Holden, born in Groton 
(now Shirley), Massachusetts 6 September, 1789; died Londonderry, VT of heart disease, 29 
September, 1877, buried Mt. Holly, VT beside her husband. It is not clear when Moses left 
Westminster, VT. An 1839 map of Westminster shows Moses Goodell and Ebenezer Goodell 
in the 6th range of 100 acre lots as was Moses Goodell, yet in 1836 Moses leased the farm in 
Mt. Holly, VT on which he then lived, the same land Lewis Robbins of Boston had in 
January 1836, Moses to pay $36 at the close of each year for six years. The quitclaim deed 
was recorded 6 May, 1843. Moses first installment was $371.51. In 1848 he bought lot #15 
in Jackson’s Gore, about 95 acres and in 1850 more land west of Beaver Brook. By using 
land records, vital records and dates in family letters, we can show the following family for 
Moses Goodell, Jr. and his wife, Emma Holden: 


- Emily Catherine born 23 June, 1812, date shown in Woodstock Genealogy, or 8 
September, 1812 as shown in Book 2 page 82 of Town Records of Westminster, VT. 
She married on or before 7 January, 1836 when she signed a deed before John 
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Williams, J.P., Boston. Her gravestone in Crete, Illinois, close by the Presbyterian 
Church shows her death in Monee, Illinois 11 October, 1863. Lewis Robbins wrote 
from Chicago Christmas Day 1868 that they had two daughters and a son, that the 
oldest daughter had three children ages 15 to 2, the youngest daughter 3 children, ages 
8 to 1, and their son, Henry, had married in August, 1862 and a son was born in 1863. 

u- Alonzo, no record yet found, but a nephew was named Fred Alonzo in honor of this 
uncle. 

ui- Henry E. married in Lowell, MA 29 November, 1849 Ann Jane Wallace, dau. Henry 
and Mary Wallace, born in Canada, died 3 October, 1871. In 1853 he had a sawmill, 
sawlogs and lumber with a mortgage of $100 from his father, and in 1860 a $400 
mortgage payable over about five years. The sawmill was on Mill River, probably near 
Tarbellville, VT. At one time it was owned by thirds with his brother and father, and 
after his brother’s death, in 1858, was called Henry’s. Cemetery records show deaths of 
four children, Nettie M. of diphtheria 30 November, 1863 ae. 8-11-29; Nellie M. same 
day age 6-10-23 and birth recorded at Mt. Holly, VT 23 February, 1858 of Nella Bell 
and 9 March, 1861 of Charles E.; he died of Bright’s Disease 25 October, 1884. 

There may be more, as a family tradition held that sons of his went west to 
Oregon or Washington where they had many horses; that cousins came back to Mt. 
Holly, VT to see family members there. 

iwv- Eliza Abba b. about November, 1816, but age given as 42 when she married George 
York 17 March, 1861; he “froze to death” 25 February, 1862 at Weston, VT. She 
married 2) Springfield, VT 2 Jan. 1863 Henry W. Ball; she died Londonderry, VT 13 
April, 1878. Her letters to the family were signed “‘Lizzie.”’ 

v- Sarah A.—No other record. 

vi- Cemetery record only of a child who d. 15 October, 1850 age 32 yrs. 2 mos. 

vil- Rosanna b. about 29 June, 1821; int. marriage 6 September, 1843 shows she and her 
intended both lived in Lowell, MA; married Samuel M. Leathers, at one time lived at 7 
Harrison Ave., Marlboro, MA. Probably no children. A nephew of hers was named for 
him. There was an Ellen Jennie, but conflicting records and no firm data found. 

vili- Lorenze D. died of inflamation of the bowels 28 August, 1858 age 29-4-20. Owned the 
sawmill with his brother, many mortgages back and forth. 

ix-Sophronia R. married Reuben H. Puffer. Their children were born in Lowell, 
Tewksbury, and Clinton, MA, one named Albert born in Mt. Holly, VT in 1862. 

x- Horatio Nelson died of senile disability 1 December, 1920 and the death certificate 
said he was born in Chester, VT but no records found there. He married 1) Wallingford, 
VT 20 March, 1859 Almira Hart, daughter of Joel and Phebe Hart. She d. 5 April, 
1927. Six children born Mt. Holly, VT.

xi- Franklin Patrick, the youngest of Moses, Jr. and Emma (Holden) Goodell’s children 
was named for his father’s two favorite heroes: Benjamin Franklin and Patrick Henry. 
Note that 145 years are just three generations. He was born in Westminster, VT 14 
April, 1835, came to Mt. Holly, VT when very young and lived there most of his life. 
In 1880 the population was 1390, it had 12 schools and several small settlements. Only 
Bowlsville, Tarbellville, Hortonville and Healdville, VT are large enough now to appear 
on modern state maps. Mechanicsville, VT was where Frank spent most of his life, now 
called Belmont, VT. Goodellville, VT, pronounced ‘‘Good’l’ville’” was one of the 
smaller villages; in August 1881 it consisted of one grist mill and five dwellings. The 
grist mill, on Mill River, is no doubt the one where the brothers Horatio and Lorenzo 
paid $25 for the right to use an improvement on a Direct Water Wheel. This paper is in 
the family archives. There were seven cheese factories in the town in 1890; in 1983 
there is only one. Just ‘“‘over the mountain” is Plymouth, VT where Calvin Coolidge 
grew up and where his son now owns a modern, stainless steel cheese factory. 


In early 1983, Freda (Goodell) Tripp told us that her father was a very old man when 
she was a child, but he still kept some milkers in the barn across the road from their home, 
but also used the Ray farm, 640 acres some 3% miles away, for the “dry” cows and horses. 
When her brother, Trenor, came home from Albany, NY where he attended a Business 
College, he found his father unable to care for the stock, so he and a friend lived out at the 
distant farm for a year or so. When Trenor announced his marriage plans, his parents agreed 
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that tenement was not suitable for his bride, and they left Mt. Holly, VT and went to 
Cochituate, MA where her aunt Susie, Ida’s sister and her husband Sherborn C. Hutchinson 
lived. At that time, Freda was at Black River Academy, Ludlow, VT, the nearest secondary 
school to Mt. Holly, VT. 

Franklin Patrick, called ‘‘Frank’’ was married by the Methodist clergyman, James E. 
Knapp on 1 January, 1881 to Ida Isabel Starr, who was nearly 21. He was nearly 46, but 
gave his age as 43. The romance, as told to his granddaughters many years after his death, 
was that Ida’s mother, Martha Elizabeth Hemenway, who had been the widow of Elisha 
Ransom Starr since 1867, for many years had done housework where she could provide a 
home for her two daughters and herself. How many years she helped Frank’s mother is not 
known, but Frank had provided for her after his father’s death, and no doubt his payments 
to her had helped her educate her daughters at Black River Academy. So Frank intended 
marriage to Elizabeth when he decided to build a large home on Belmont Hill, one with 
porches on four sides and a good horse barn across the street. Ida came home from school, 
liked the house, and decided her mother was too old for such a large home, and that she 
would like it for herself. As history proved Frank lived for 28 years, but Ida was a widow 
for 29 years after his death. Her mother, on February 12, 1899, married Charles O. 
Williams, and nine years later was buried in Ludlow, VT cemetery beside her first husband, 
with no note on the gravestone of her second marriage. 

Frank raised his children to love horses, as he always had. Freda remembers he loved to 
“trade” horses, and always had a good pair for riding, and at least one for working in the 
woods where he cut lumber in the winter and made maple sugar and syrup in the spring. 
Freda felt he made more money at times by horse trading, than by selling his milk to the 
cheese factory. She said he never bought a horse she wouldn’t ride. 

As senility increased, Frank could no longer handle the heavy work, and Trenor and 
Marion took over for the first winter after their marriage. Marion developed a bad cough, 
was extremely homesick, and the doctor and the family were afraid she might develop 
tuberculosis. It was decided the family would move to Dighton, MA, and Trenor would 
operate the farm that was Marion’s grandfather’s. A home nearby was found for Trenor’s 
parents. However, as Frank’s condition worsened, Ida committed him to Taunton State 
Hospital where he died 30 July 1909, half a year after his first grandchild was born. He was 
buried in the Town Cemetery behind the then Dighton Unitarian Church. Ida did cooking 
for some Dighton families, later moved to Somerset, MA for awhile, then to Blackstone, 
MA. She finally chose a home in South Middleboro, MA in the section called “Rock,” about 
twenty miles from her son in Dighton, MA and daughter in Westport, MA. Her 
grandchildren often spent vacation hours with her, allowed to beat the egg whites while she 
poured the hot maple syrup for the cake frostings they loved so much. Sometimes we went 
to her house for Thanksgiving dinner. Elizabeth more than once spent an entire vacation 
week with her. She died of a cerebral hemorrhage in 1938 and was buried beside Frank and 
the one grandchild who predeceased her, Edith Louise Goodell. In time, Trenor and Marion 
were buried there with a monument carrying details and the small headstones with initials 
only.

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Chapter 3. Trenor F. Goodell and Marion J. (Sears) Goodell 


As told by Elizabeth Versailles in 1983. 


Trenor Franklin Goodell was born in Mt. Holly, VT 26 January, 1886; he died in 
Taunton, MA 3 April, 1945. His childhood may have embodied more physical work than 
most of his peers’ due to his father’s failing health and his being the only son. He never 
talked of hating farm chores, as many farm boys did. His school days in the little one room 
schoolhouse were probably his only time away from home in his early life. He did look 
forward to maple sugaring, and developed an early taste for “‘sugar on snow” and always 
liked soft maple sugar spread on white bread. 

When he had finished the schooling offered at the local schoolhouse, his parents talked 
of sending him to Rutland, VT where he would be boarded out with strangers, but decided 
on sending him to live with his aunt Susie Hutchinson who was then in Attleboro, MA. 
There he was allowed to work in a jewelry factory after school to earn his own money for 
clothes. His aunt had no children, was a scrupulous housekeeper, and no doubt helped him 
form many new ideals. His uncle, Sherburn Hutchinson, as Superintendent of Schools, no 
doubt discussed some principles of education, which he was to keep in mind in later life 
when he served on School Committees. At the end of his second year in Attleboro, MA the 
Hutchinsons transferred to Dighton, MA and Trenor became a tuition pupil at Taunton High 
School. He became janitor of the Methodist Church, the results of his labors inspected by 
Auntie Susie. We were told she took a spotless white handkerchief to test the pews and the 
chairs in the Sunday School room to see that none had dust! 

The Hutchinsons lived on Elm Street in the house he would later buy. Around the 
corner on Main Street (adjoining back yards) was the Sears home where Marion lived. They 
not only became friends, but helped one another with school work, he excelling in 
mathematics, and she in English, though they may have corroborated on some other 
subjects. Each was the only child in the house, most carefully chaperoned. Epworth League 
at the church enlarged their circle of activities, as commuting to Taunton did enlarge their 
circle of friends. 

After both graduated from high school, Albany Business College was Trenor’s 
destination. Whether he lived with Dr. Hemenway, his cousin, or not I am not sure, but it 
was Dr. Hemenway who decided his “stomach ache” was a bad appendix, and he oversaw 
the surgery required. Modern techniques were not yet developed, and an appendix was then 
major surgery. His convalesence was slow, and it was decided he should not try to return to 
school, but go back to help his father. He was surprised at how fast his father had failed, and 
wanted to do all he could. Trenor and a neighbor went out to the Ray farm, taking some of 
the cows and horses with them. During this time correspondence with Marion averaged a 
letter a week, each answering the last one received. These letters have not been found. 27 
November, 1907 was set for the marriage, and it took place as planned in the home of 
Marion’s parents. Meanwhile Ida and Frank decided the newlyweds should live in their home 
in Mount Holly, VT and they went to Cochituate, MA to spend the winter with her sister, 
Susie. About this time Freda had breathing problems, and her adenoids were removed and 
she also stayed in Cochituate, MA. 

Marion had experienced homesickness when she entered Bridgewater Normal School. 
When the school doctor learned that she was only 15, he sent her home; she then took a 
postgraduate course at Taunton High School. She loved Biology and German, she told us 
later, and she also took some piano courses in Boston at the Conservatory and began 
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teaching piano beginnners. Her homesickness was worse up on the lonely mountain; the 
doctor was afraid her cold might develop into tuberculosis, so it was decided to give up the 
farms and all go to Dighton, MA to live. It was perhaps September, 1908 when two freight 
cars were loaded with household furnishings, some farm equipment, two horses, and the dog 
“Fanny.” Trenor rode with them while his wife and parents traveled by passenger train to 
Dighton. What Marion had grown up to call “the old place” in West Dighton, MA was 
chosen for them, and in time Trenor’s parents moved into a two-family Cape-style house a 
fraction of a mile further north on the east side of Williams Street. 


Trenor found a “‘hired man” who agreed to a fixed weekly salary. Careful accounts of 
all expenditures showed at the end of a year that the “‘hired man” had earned more than 
Trenor had. During that year Elizabeth was born and Marion knew that her second child 
would not be far behind. A house was found on Main Street, between her mother’s and the 
doctor’s, and there they lived until the house on Elm Street became vacant and Trenor 
bought it. He clerked at D. D. Andrews grocery store for ten dollars a week for six or seven 
years, delivering orders by horse and wagon on regular routes, and saving ten dollars a 
month at the North Dighton Cooperative Bank. When an opening occurred at the store 
operated by the bank, he had the 1916 Ford to take him and the other clerk, Arthur 
Brightman, to and from work. The salary was better, and he had Wednesday afternoons 
Ol hes 

1 August, 1917 was a Wednesday, one of the hottest days on record. Elizabeth, Alice 
and Elinor had been allowed to bring their sheets down to the front hall to escape the heat 
of the second floor, and we remember our parents leaving for the hospital in the wee hours. 
Trenor was back in time to phone Blackstone, MA and arrange to meet Freda in the early 
afternoon at the state line. Fares probably changed at the E. Providence-Seekonk boundary. 
Auntie Freda had her suitcase packed for the two week stay, while Mother was at Mt. Hope 
Hospital. Winnie was a healthy baby. Her sisters enjoyed Auntie Freda’s cooking; the 
desserts were more elaborate, with pies made almost every day! The day Winnie and Mother 
came home there was Golden Bantam corn on the table, and Mother was upset at our eating 
so much. She did not know that Golden Bantam was young sweet corn, and feared that we 
would have upset stomachs. 


It would have been about that time that Trenor was offered work at Mt. Hope 
Finishing Co., North Dighton, MA. His first job there was unloading the heavy bales of cloth 
that came in as grey goods and went through bleaching, dyeing or finishing as they moved 
along the long mill interior. It was too strenuous, and a hernia that had bothered 
occasionally was causing increasing pain. He was afraid he would have to lose the higher 
salary, but instead he was offered work as assistant purchasing agent. He had to learn about 
the dyes and chemicals, and enjoyed determining the amounts required for each delivery 
and the names of the various shades of color. When wartime requirements increased he often 
worked 7 days a week, sometimes 12 hours a day. He was put on salary which reduced his 
take home pay. Seldom did he work less than 60 hours (11 hours 5 days a week, and 5 on 
Saturday mornings). Once orders slowed down and there were no more evening hours or 
Sunday. He had two assistants, who did the lifting and moving of boxes and barrels on the 
interior trucks from the receiving room to where they were needed. Once a chlorine tank 
connection had a leak, and he went to secure it without looking for a gas mask and was very 
sick for a few days. His men came to the house to get their orders. 


The 1916 Ford, a Model T, was his pride and joy for several years. His children were 
allowed to polish the brass radiator on Saturday afternoons. There were no windows to 
wash, as the side curtains had ising-glass panels. If a thundershower came up when we were 
on the way to Grandma Goodell’s in South Middleboro, MA we would each take a curtain 
and button it on. The first trip in it was for our parents alone to go to Vermont. We hated 
having to stay with our Sears grandparents while they were gone. When the Greers were in 
Centerville, RI we went often to see them, but trips to Connecticut were more rare. Once 
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we went to Cotuit, MA when the horn didn’t work. I had a hand-held Klaxon, which I 
delighted in operating when told to do so. 

His next car was a used 1919 Dodge. Next came a Buick, two Hudsons, and an 
Oldsmobile, most used for a couple of years by “Uncle” Henry Grinnell, who sold them to 
us for the price the garage allowed him for turn-in. Trenor used these cars to get the older 
girls to Boston for College, or Winnie to Bridgewater, MA and semi-monthly music lessons in 
Boston for the middle girls. 

At least once a month there was a ride to South Middleboro, MA to do any chores his 
mother had saved up for him, or to Westport, MA to see his sister and her family. The 
Sunday afternoon “‘ride” was as regular as the chicken dinner after church. 

The Dighton, MA home was, in 1914, a story and a half with each upstairs bedroom 
having a dormer window to the front, a full window to the side, and a dark “‘dressing room”’ 
or walk-in closet to the back. Over the years the roof was raised on both the front and back, 
an upstairs half-bath and a linen closet inserted in the center back, and a room large enough 
for Trenor Jr. on the middle of the front. Mother was proud that no two of her children 
ever had to share a bed. After Uncle Jerome Greer retired, new floors were added above the 
150+ year old wide board original pine flooring. I remember the cracks between those 
boards where one could look down into the coal bin from the parlor. 

Mother planned each change with detailed drawings, and one was no more than 
completed when the next idea took shape. After she was widowed, she drew plans for a 
house for herself, knowing the 10-room house was too much for her to care for, and this 
remained a dream. 

Trenor’s memorial in the Mt. Hope News of June 1945 repeats much that is above. 
Quoting parts: ““He was of a kindly peaceful nature and a conscientious employee with great 
ability. He possessed the trait of being friendly to all, and those who knew him best 
contribute this to the fact that he never spoke unkindly to anyone. 

At the time of his death he was the oldest living pastmaster of Dighton Rock Grange 
No. 314...served as master in 1916...active member of Dighton Methodist Church and was 
for a number of years president of its board of trustees...interested in the welfare of the 
town, especially the educational division, having served on the school committee twenty-one 
years. 

As a member of the school committee his advice and counsel was greatly admired by 
his associates and they can attest of immeasurable service rendered by their beloved citizen. 

Seemingly his fine family and home were his pride and joy. He will be missed as a true 
friend and helper. Besides his wife he leaves seven daughters and one son, an Ensign in the 
United States Navy.” 


The first two children were born in the Walker home on Williams Street, Edith in the 
Main Street rented house, Elinor in the Elm Street home, and all the others in Mt. Hope 
Hospital. Dr. Butler delivered all nine, and mother never had an anesthetic for a delivery; she 
had taken laughing gas when all her teeth were pulled soon after Beth’s birth. 

It is the Elm Street house that we all remember as “home.” It was mostly a happy 
place. The most sorrowful time was Edith’s death in 1917 from ileocolitis. Mother had all 
four girls sick with measles in the “nursery,” the large room at the southwest corner. Shades 
were pulled to keep out the light. Hot olive oil was put into our ears with absorbent cotton 
holding it in place, hoping our hearing would be unharmed. Elinor as a baby had few 
symptoms, and the older two ran fevers and had a rash which continued a few days. Edith 
seemed to lie lethargic, and we remember Dr. Butler asked a specialist from Children’s 
Hospital in Boston to come out and advise him. By then the others were moved to Grandma 
Sears house and care, and Mother’s sister came to help. We stayed at Grandma’s until after 
Edith’s funeral, but were taken home once to view the casket set up in the parlor. Edith’s 
picture later hung in the dining room in the corner nearest the nursery until the house was 
sold. 

Alice always loved dolls and cared for them beautifully, but Beth was to say that she 
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never needed a doll, for there was always a live baby for her to play with. 

It is difficult for us to separate our mother from her home and husband. They always 
seemed to us a team to make the house a home for us all. Once in a while Mother would 
seem too strict, and when Pa came home from work we would appeal our case. Usually he 
felt she was right, but if he did not, he would grant permission and explain to her why he 
had done so. I can not remember his ever punishing one of us girls, but when his son had 
overstepped his bounds in any way, he did not hesitate to punish him. All the sisters would 
feel he was too harsh, and any one of us would gladly have taken the punishment for him. It 
seems now that so many neighbors, when they knew how happy he was to have a son, had 
predicted that his son would be spoiled; he must have bent over backwards to prevent that 
happening. 

In school in the 1920’s it was not unusual for a teacher to take a wide leather strap 
and administer it to unruly big boys, but the girls usually had to stay after school, and 
sometimes write on the blackboard one hundred times that they would not again do 
whatever their transgression had been. Before we started school, Mother warned us if we had 
to be punished in school, we could expect the same punishment from her when we got 
home. I cannot remember it ever happening. 


Mother loved to read, to play the piano or her guitar, to listen to good music on the 
radio, and to entertain her friends. She also loved to sew and embroider, and made a 
complete layette for every expected child. Once when a neighbor had twins unexpectedly, 
she gave away the finished layette she had ready and made another one before her time 
came. She gave piano lessons from my earliest memory until the time of Edith’s death, then 
stopped for a year or so, but began again later on a smaller scale. She had the upright piano 
her folks gave her as a wedding present. A baby grand was advertised in the paper; its owner 
was leaving for California and nobody answered his advertisement. When it was time to 
leave, he phoned her and agreed to a lower price, knowing that she would care for it and 
love it. Her piano was tuned four times a year, as she felt each season had its special effect 
on the strings. 


Her artistic talents showed up in all her daughters except the oldest one who, like her 
son, preferred mathematics and scientific studies. She was less prejudiced against other 
groups than most of her peers. She wanted her children to read the “‘best’’ books and model 
their lives on famous leaders. After rheumatoid arthritis began to cripple her hands, she 
exercised them regularly trying to keep them active. In spite of all doctors could do to help, 
she finally had to leave her home, spent a year in an arthritis clinic, and the final decade of 
her life at Island Terrace Nursing Home in Lakeville, MA. There the visiting hours were long, 
and her daughters came long distances in some cases to see her, and her son was always at 
her beck and call. 


The choice of names for the children varied. The first, being a girl, was by tradition to 
be named for someone on her father’s side of the family, she chose Elizabeth Starr Goodell, 
the first name for Trenor’s grandmother. Elisha Ransom Starr had died eleven years after his 
marriage; his widow raised the girls with courage and intelligence, qualities much admired by 
Trenor and Marion. The second girl, Alice, was named for Grandpa Sears’ sister. Edith was 
Dr. Butler’s wife’s first name; mother always loved her. Elinor was her choice of spelling the 
more popular form of Ellen with the Walker for her mother’s surname. As Mother’s sister 
came to comfort her at the time of Edith’s death, she promised her then that if the baby she 
was carrying was a girl, she would be named for her, thus Winifred Leona. Leona was a 
contraction of Leonora, mother’s girlhood friend. There was never any doubt in Mother’s 
mind, should she have a boy he would be named for his father. Ruth was Mother’s favorite 
Biblical heroine, with Leslie for her friend Mildred Leslie Simmons. Eunice for Mother’s 
cousin. All the older children wanted their youngest sister named for Mother, but Mother 
compromised by naming Jean with her name as the middle name. So the children of Trenor 
and Marion were named and baptized when they were of age:

Elizabeth Starr Goodell, born on Williams Street, Dighton, MA 21 January, 1909; lives 
in Williamsburg, MA. After Dighton Grammar School she attended Taunton High School, 
graduating June 1925 magna cum laude. She majored in mathematics at Boston University 
College of Liberal Arts, minored in science and earned a Phi Beta Kappa Key. She majored 
in Philosophy for her Master of Arts, minored in Psychology, and wrote her thesis on 
Mysticism, contrasting the works of Rufus Jones and those of Dean Inge. She began her 
teaching at East Bridgewater High School and was amazed to find she did not enjoy it. 

On 27 November, 1929 in Boston she was married by her grandfather Sears to Carl 
Christian Larsen, a dentist who had just begun his study of medicine at Tufts University. 
After the birth of two children and a divorce, she married 2) Harvey George Versailles. Her 
study of his family is entitled VERSAW Our Family History, 1749-1971. Harvey served in 
Warld War II, inducted 10 December, 1942; was gun crewman with Battery C, 549th Field 
Artillery and spent seven months and twelve days in Rhineland and Central Europe; he 
returned by hospital ship to Fort Devens Hospital and received his honorable discharge 17 
January, 1946, and has three silver stars. He was employed as a mason at the Veterans 
Hospital, Northhampton, MA until his retirement 22 December 1975. His hobbies include 
gardening, travel, his moped and photography. 

“Beth” taught at Boston University part-time for three years. She entered 
Massachusetts Civil Service 2 November, 1936 as a Senior Actuarial Clerk, and finally Head 
Actuarial Clerk. In August 1952 she transferred to the University of Massachusetts, Amherst, 
campus, and was Supervisor of Recognized Student Organizations when she retired 31 
January, 1964. Then she specialized in genealogy, compiling three Hathaway family books, 
her husband’s family noted above, Elwelliana, and several smaller projects. She is a Life 
Member of the New England Historic and Genealogical Society and the Williamsburg 
Historical Society, and has been an annual member of several other historical and 
genealogical societies. She was the thirty-third person to be certified by the Board for 
Certification of Genealogists in 1967 and held that title, C.G., until 1982. 

Carl Christian Larsen was born in Copenhagen, Denmark 17 September, 1904 and now 
resides in Billerica, MA. During his marriage to Beth, two children were born in Boston; Roy 
Leslie Larsen in Faulkner Hospital, and Leona Larsen in St. Margaret’s Hospital 9 
November, 1935.

Santa Barbara, CA; held 
various clerical positions in the Boston area 1973-6; 1978-80 various church-related infant 
care programs in Portland, OR area; 1981-2 was computerized accountant in Beni-Hana’s 
Japanese Restaurant in Boston, then assistant instructor of physical fitness at JOY OF 
MOVEMENT in Boston, MA. She recently traveled to Japan and is now in Santa Barbara 
where she is enrolled in courses at University of California. In her own words Karen writes: 
My Christian faith has affected countless changes in my life. Since making a true 
commitment to Jesus Christ, I’ve been striving to develop an ever increasing closeness to and 
knowledge of Him through prayer, study, faith and practice. One of Christ’s attributes that 
I’m seeking, through the Holy Spirit, to understand and achieve is His amazing and infinite 
ability to love. 

A few years ago a theology student explained to me that in Hebrew, the original 
language of the Old Testament, there are several different words for the one English word 
‘love.”’ In particular, as I remember there is a differentiation between loving someone who 
is lovable and loving someone who is not easy to love; love for a stranger as opposed to love 
for a husband or wife. The word used for the love God feels for us means “‘unconditional 
love.” 

Accordingly my ability to love is severely limited by my human nature, specifically my 
selfishness, fear of rejection, dislike, etc. At best I can offer love to someone who is pleasing 
and predictable, but only when I’m not too upset or preoccupied. On the other hand, God’s 
love is constant and unbiased. He loves everyone even, and especially the least lovable 
person in existence; and he loves always, under all circumstances. I believe that as we 
cooperate with the Holy Spirit, we are blessed with the ability to love in this way; and when 
this most valuable of spiritual gifts 1s bestowed upon us, as Christians, it is our responsibility 
and privilege to seek to share it with all others. Putting this concept into practice has been 
and still is one of the most challenging aspects of my Christian growth. 

God often allows my attempts at love to be frustrated by fears, anger, etc. to 
constantly remind me that I haven’t the ability to love unconditionally, nor does He expect 
me to. This frustration makes me aware that I’m attempting to do the impossible and is a 
signal that again I need to trust in the Lord to produce this love within me. Each time the 
trust is a little stronger and the love a little more perfected. It’s a slow but steady 
progression, through which I am not only being blessed with a deeper and stronger love for 
others, and Christ, but a patient and forgiving attitude toward myself and a new courage and 
readiness to face the next obstacle through which the Lord will further strengthen me while 
teaching me to overcome it. 

To apply this concept to my personal experience, I’ll explain how the Lord used a very 
painful obstacle to produce a genuine love between my parents and me. During my youth, 
we had a strong but very conditional love, because we placed high expectations on ourselves 
and one another, without realizing it at the time. My teen years and adolescence were 
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frightening and painful for all of us. Suddenly I found myself being uncontrollable, assailed 
by emotions I’d denied for years. I rebelled against everyone and everything, forcing my 
parents to prove their love by rescuing me countless times from increasingly desperate 
situations, until finally they realized there was nothing humanly possible they could do for 
me any more. At this point I know the Lord strengthened them and their love for me 
immeasurably. I’m still learning what an amazing amount of love it takes to let go through 
this experience. I became closer than I ever had been to the Lord and he began to bless me 
with the true ability to love. Since then, I’ve been given increasingly greater insight, 
compassion and joy in truly knowing my parents and my entire family. 

‘In conclusion, because my words fall far short of expressing the love the Lord has 
shown me through the selfless and compassionate strength of my father and mother, | will 
quote a part of the most perfect definition of love I know which also expresses the love the 
Lord has given me for my parents: 

‘Love is patient and kind; it is not jealous or conceited or proud, love is not ill 
mannered or selfish or irritable; love does not keep a record of wrongs; love is not happy 
with evil, but is happy with the truth. Love never gives up; and its faith, hope and 
patience never fail.’

Autobiography 


My earliest memory is...standing next to my seven-year old brother, Roy, looking out a 
window in South Boston, at a giant tree swaying in the howling winds of the 1938 
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hurricane. Later, I saw a picture of one of the Tripp’s boats on top of a roof. Then, in 1943, 
I touched a big elm, uprooted and leaning on top of the roof of Gramma Dighton’s white 
farmhouse. Three Thanksgivings ago, for five days I watched Hurricane Io in Hawaii, and all 
these memories of earlier hurricanes returned to my thoughts. 

Mrs. Pendleberry took care of me when we first moved to Watertown, then Barbara 
Sherman came to live with us. Barbara made wonderful things to eat. I remember coming 
home from the library and telling Barbara about a costume contest later that day. Barbara 
made a costume for me. I returned to the library as a little Dutch girl and won a prize. 

Music and food crowd into all my childhood memories...Eunie’s soprano, Eunie, 
Jeanne, Charley and Carl all playing violin, Roy’s piano and singing, especially hymns, 
before practicing the cold keys in the livingroom of 57 Spruce St. 

Ruthie moved in with two-year old Sally, and baby Mirtha. Eunie stayed with us while 
attending Boston University. Gardner came to visit, and paint the house, and make me a pair 
of stilts, and teach me how to walk on top of a barrel. Jeanne also stayed with us during 
school vacations. She was always playing tricks on my brother and father. 

On Thanksgiving and Christmas, relatives and friends from both sides of the family 
came to visit us in Watertown. My mother always made several kinds of pies...mince, 
pumpkin, apple, and lemon meringue. The turkey usually weighed in at over 20 pounds but 
there were few leftovers. 

Summers we (Carl, Roy, Jeanne, Barbara, Eunie) drove Hough’s Neck, and then 
transferred our belongings to a small rowboat, in which we went to Peddock’s Island in 
Boston Harbor. My mother, Beth, usually went over in a larger boat because she had never 
learned to swim and was apprehensive about traveling two miles across Boston Harbor. Since 
Peddock’s had neither electricity nor running water, we lived barefoot all summer. We dug 
clams, caught fish, picked blueberries, drew water from a well, and chopped drift wood for 
the old black stove. We brought flour, milk, butter, and some canned goods with us. We had 
a tin-lined oak cold chest with a large chunk of ice to keep butter and milk from spoiling. 
To this day I call refrigerators iceboxes. 

All the aunts and uncles married and cousins came. At age 16, I lived a year with Eunie 
and Gardner in Middleborough, MA. It was a very happy year. Polly had a % size violin. 
Eunie was teaching music, Gardner was teaching Industrial Arts, and Philip was doing all the 
things three year olds do. That was also the first year I watched TV. I particularly liked the 
“TI Love Lucy” shows, Sid Caesar and Imogene Coca, and Hallmark theater. Two years later 
I spent a summer vacation with Eunie and Gardner in West Yarmouth, MA, where I worked 
as a waitress, then serving ice-cream, and finally taking care of three young children on 
Great Island. 

My brother, Roy, was always building things: airplanes out of tissue paper and balsa 
wood; radios with hand-wound coils, hand-soldered resistors, large glass tubes; go-carts, etc. 
As a teenager he helped Jason McKown tune pianos and rebuild organs. At age 15, he 
bought a grand piano with all his savings. This Ivers and Pond, circa 1890, will soon be in 
my living room because Roy is retiring this year (1986). 

I graduated from Tufts University in 1958, did my teaching training at Smith College 
in 1964, and received a Masters of Education from the University of Massachusetts in 1967. 
Every year I take college courses and/or learn something new such as kayaking or 
cross-country skiing. I have taught in Montgomery County, Maryland, since 1969. Before 
then, I taught in Massachusetts and Connecticut. 

I live far away from my relatives, but carry my heritage with me. The children I teach 
find my Boston accent amusing. I play the piano, attend concerts, read, enjoy nature, and 
history. Things that I loved as a child have stayed with me all my life. Adele expects her first 
child in five weeks, and I shall be a grandmother as my grandmothers were to me. 


Childhood 


My Danish-American grandparents were very special to me. I remember my grandfather 
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holding me in his lap and patiently reading the comics to me until one Sunday when I 
insisted there were more words in the frame than he told me. He put me down firmly, 
handed the comics to me, and said, ‘“You can read, you don’t need me.” I was never able to 
get him to read the comics to me again. 

It wasn’t until some years later that I realized that to read English was a great effort for 
him. He pronounced dangerous so that it rhymed with kangeroos. 

Both grandparents had the habit of reverting to Danish whenever the topic was 
interesting or things that little children shouldn’t hear.

Gramma Larsen was the very best cook. | remember a huge table with lots of leaves 
covered with food: smorrebrod, rugbrod, gule aerter (pea soup), stegt aal (fried eel), 
flaeskesteg med rodkaal (roast pork and red cabbage), frikadeller, sodsuppe (gooseberry 
soup), potato salads, liverpate, cheeses, breads, fruit, etc. etc. etc. She also had a friend who 
worked at the Baker’s chocolate factory. This friend always kept her supplied with broken 
pieces of chocolate which, of course, were given to me to eat just about anytime my father, 
a dentist, wasn’t around to remind both of us that chocolate was very bad for the teeth.

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Chapter 5 Alice Sears (Goodell) Austin 


Born 2 January, 1910 at the family home on Williams Street, Dighton, MA. Attended 
South Dighton Public School for seven years, finishing grade eight June, 1923. Enrolled in 
Taunton High School 1923-1927, commuting first by train and later by electric car. During 
the junior and senior years worked as a telephone operator at Mt. Hope Finishing Co. in 
North Dighton, MA, afternoons which required early dismissal daily from school to connect 
with the street cars for transportation to work. Working 30 hrs. a week paid $10.00—all of 
which was banked for college! 

Enrolled in College of Liberal Arts, Boston University in the fall of 1927 where I 
joined ‘‘Beth and friends” to share an apartment. After the freshman year I transferred to 
the Boston University School of Religious Education and went to live at Faulkner Hospital 
(Nurses’ Home) Jamaica Plain, Boston, where I could earn my board and room by being a 
telephone switchboard operator from 5 p.m.—9 p.m. I| did this for two years and my senior 
year moved back to an apartment with Elinor and our cousin, Ruth Greer. Received 
Bachelor’s Degree June, 1931. Depression Days! No jobs! So cared for a baby in Needham, 
MA in return for board and room and started graduate courses at Boston University to 
become better prepared for public school teaching. 

In September, 1932, I started teaching English and Social Studies for grades 5, 6, 7, 
and 8 in a two-room school in East Freetown, MA (Mason’s Corner School). There was 
neither running water nor central heat! We kept the coal fire started by the janitor, and the 
two outbuildings in back marked GIRLS and BOYS were the toilet facilities. The janitor 
brought a bucket of drinking water daily (one dipper served for all). There were thirty 
pupils in one room and fifty in the other. I stayed at this school for three years until 
married 7 August, 1935 in a double wedding ceremony performed by our uncle, Rev. 
Jerome Greer, in the South Dighton Methodist Church. My sister, Elinor, and her husband 
Charlie, and George and I have been fortunate enough to have spent that anniversary 
together for most of the 48 years since. Our Honeymoon trip was on the Fall River 
Steamship Line to New York City, going on the Commonwealth and returning on 
the Priscilla (two years later this line was closed down). While in New York we visited 
Rockefeller Center and Radio City Music Hall, new tourist attractions! 

In the fall of 1935, I was offered the opportunity to transfer in Freetown, MA to the 
South School in Assonet village to teach grades 5 and 6, another two-room school with 
facilities similar to Mason’s corner!! I enjoyed the 4% years I was there, leaving in the spring 
of 1940 to await the birth of George Russell Austin, born on 12 June, 1940. When Russell 
was 6 months old we moved to Middleboro, MA and George started as Superintendant of 
Schools for the towns of Carver, Lakeville and Rochester, MA with an office in Middleboro 
Center. We lived at 10 Elm Street in Middleboro, MA when Ardith Louise Austin was born 
13 February, 1942. In 1946 we sold the house on Elm Street and moved to 35 Peirce Street, 
Middleboro, MA, buying a house that had been built and occupied by a local shoe 
manufacturer. We lived there fourteen years. In 1960 we moved to 24 Stetson Street, 
Lakeville, MA, where we had contracted to have Warren Pilling build us a new home which 
George had designed. This house is the fifth home we have had in our married life, and we 
are still occupying It. 

After 13 years at home with the two children, who were then at the Junior High level, 
I returned to teaching in 1953 (5th grade) for twenty years at the School Street and 
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Burkland Schools in Middleboro, MA, retiring at age 64 in 1974 after many happy years in 
the classrooms of grade 5. 

George and I have had the advantage of good health in the retirement years which has 
allowed us to do some travelling in the States of Florida, California, Arizona, Utah and 
Colorado and one trip out of the country to Bermuda. George designed a second home for 
us in Maine, and he, with the help of numerous other family members, built it on a lot by 
the Damariscotta River, next to the Sherman lot. This has been our summer interest since 
1965, and we look forward to “‘visiting with family” each year. 

Our children and our grandchildren are a very important part of our lives, a source of 
interest and pride as we watch them grow. The ‘“‘Goodells” are a close family, and I think it 
unusual in the respect that we have for each other and the fact that we can be friends as well 
as relatives! Our many good times together are evidence of this. 

Our hopes for the future are very simple—that our family may remember us as loving, 
caring people who tried to adjust to the “ups and downs” of life, encouraging worthwhile 
goals—as our heritage from parents and grandparents had done for us. 


Recollections and Notes 
(may have been covered by other family members) 


Picking strawberries in Dighton for 2¢ per quart at the Simmons’ farm or Mr. Miller’s. Our 
goal (seldom reached) was 100 quarts per day, which meant almost all day in the hot sun! 


Mother—Artistic ability, painting general and Christmas cards to earn money to buy Pa a 
watch. Embroidery work on dresses for us. Musical participation at Grange, Church, 
Piano lessons and accompanist for soloists. 

Grandma Goodell—Every weekend we took a ride to Grandma Goodell’s so Pa could help 
her with outdoor chores. She was an excellent cook, and we children looked forward 
to her dinners, especially cake with Seven Minute Frosting made from Vermont 
Maple Syrup. 

Grandma Sears—President of Church Ladies Aid for years. Held quilting bees at her house to 
tie quilts for the church. Wrote letters for sample gifts from companies and organized 
these items for the annual ‘‘Sample Sale” at church. Grandpa and Grandma Sears were 
leaders in the Dighton Literary Society. Grandma sold milk, cream, asparagus, eggs, 
etc., at her side door to neighbors (money was always kept in a black bag hanging by 
the door). 


Grandpa Sears—Our big excursion for the year was the Sunday School Picnic when a boat 
was often hired to come to Stove Lining Wharf in South Dighton, continuing down 
Taunton River to Island Park or Rocky Point (RI) Grandpa always took us on these 
trips as Pa worked and Ma was busy with a baby. He also took us to Clambakes or to 
the Circus. Beth and I remember his 50th reunion at Boston University CLA and how 
proudly he wore his button! He was graduated in the first class from the College of 
Liberal Arts. 

From Helen Lane’s History of Dighton: “In 1888 Mr. Joseph E. Sears was paid $50.00 for 
services as Sup’t. of Schools and the next year this was doubled! He also served as 
Chairman of the School Committee and continued as superintendent until 1900.” 


George Russell Austin 


I was born at Providence, RI on 19 June, 1911, the only child of George Fones Austin 
and Sarah Louise (Allen) Austin, my parents having moved to the city from the country 
village of Davisville, a part of the town of North Kingstown, RI. Our home in Providence, RI 
was at 121 Wood Street in a section of the city characterized by three and four family 
tenement houses near to what was known (and still is) as the Olneyville Square area. We 
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probably located here because it was near a secondary railroad stop in the city and 
convenient for my father. He was one of a two-partner contracting firm which held a 
contract to build sewers in Woonsocket, RI. The passenger train stopped at the Square and 
he could commute to work in Woonsocket by train. Father was never given to “Long 
speeches” about anything, but what little he did have to say about this partnership 
suggested it left something to be desired and it was dissolved when we moved back to North 
Kingstown, RI in 1917. It was at this point I began attending school. 


Of my parents’ family background information is (and was) rather sketchy on mother’s 
side. Sarah was the youngest of four daughters, born in 1880 and was left as an orphan at 
age eight. Subsequently, two of the sisters died and the oldest sister, Eva, took care of her 
younger sister by earning what she could and both “‘lived around” with near or distant 
relatives as the opportunity provided, Sarah marrying George in 1898. George was the 
second child of Henry W. and Annie (Perry) Austin, the only son and with four sisters. 

The North Kingstown place was a small farm of about 14 acres, the last property in the 
north end of the town next to the boundary with East Greenwich, RI marked by Hunt’s 
River. (The property is now a small shopping center). Attending school was a bit of a 
problem, due to distance. The district school which was to accomodate this part of town was 
at the village of Davisville with a few hundred residents and a local railroad stop. No 
transportation was available, either public or by the school department. It then became a 
choice of walking 2% to 3 miles by public highway to taking a shortcut via the RR tracks, 
which would reduce the mileage to 1% miles. Neither choice being viewed as acceptable by 
my parents, negotiations were entered into with school officials for me to attend out of my 
expected district and to Wickford, RI, 8% miles away. At that time there was an electric 
street car line which operated from Providence to Narragansett Pier and passed within a 
stone’s throw of our house. This being agreeable to all, I went to Wickford, eight years to 
the grades on the first floor and four years to the high school on the second floor. I was 
graduated in 1929 in a class of 29 young people. The electric street car line folded up by the 
time | had finished the third grade, and the town then did take on the responsibility of 
transportation for its students from the outlying areas. However, today’s parents would not 
settle for the type of accomodation the town furnished. The first was an open ice cart, 
always wet in the afternoons from the day’s work, open to the sky summer AND winter, 
and one got aboard via a portable step ladder. After this the local undertaker got the bid and 
so we were then transported in the ‘“‘second”’ black wagon, meaning it was a former hearse 
and had been down-graded to supplemental work relating to funerals and school children. It 
was dark inside! and so we continued with a variety of vehicles, open air and otherwise, and 
it was not until about the time I entered high school that we had a decent school bus. 
During the high school years I was an average student with a strong interest in dramatics and 
music, in which I was very active, in spite of the 8% miles between school and home. As 
soon as I was old enough to have a license, this dilemma was solved a bit easier. 

On completion of high school in 1929, the big question was ‘“‘what next?” Father had 
built up a contracting business, specializing in bridges. From the time when we returned 
from the city to the country, I always went to work with him on Saturdays, school vacation 
weeks and all summer. As soon as I could be licensed for highway driving, I replaced the 
winter drivers for trucks, trailers, and heavy towed equipment. Although I enjoyed the work 
and learned many of the trades of those days, I was not attracted to it for a life’s work. As 
both parents had only a minimum elementary school education, there was no family 
precedent for continuing in school, yet it seemed important to me to do something after 
high school, other than “‘go to work.”’ Through the influence of the high school staff I was 
encouraged to apply to Bates College, Lewiston, ME. I was accepted and so entered. At this 
point, I had no definitely stated goal, but somehow expected I would find the answer 
somewhere. At Bates I was an average student with pronounced interest and extended 
participation in music, dramatics, assistant to the college organist and related activities. I 
picked up a few extra dollars substituting for various organists around the Twin Cities. The 
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major study was Economics, being graduated with the AB degree in 1933. 

Even at this point there was some indecision about the future, whether music, 
dramatics, (the newspapers were kind) the ministry or teaching, or perhaps even pick up the 
bridge contracting business. There were about 160 graduates that year at Bates, and it was 
the depth of the great depression. On the chance J might find something in teaching, I wrote 
to the school superintendent who had been in North Kingstown when I was there but who 
had since returned to Massachusetts. Through him I found a position in the Dighton Junior 
High building, teaching (or trying to teach) a variety of subjects mostly in grades eight and 
nine. So the question of what sort of career to follow was automatically answered—here was 
a job and a good salary, $1,200.00/yr. There was no time to inquire “if I would be happy in 
the job”’; it was a job! Enough said! 

Having settled on a job, the next immediate question was living quarters. The school 
office referred me to Mrs. Jerome Greer, South Dighton, MA, who furnished meals to some 
teachers in the nearby village school and who had said that if there was the prospect of a 
teacher to be boarded locally, her mother, Mrs. Joseph Sears, who owned the house where 
Mrs. Greer lived on the second floor, might be persuaded to rent her “‘spare”” chamber which 
she had retained on the second floor. So I was interviewed by the two ladies and in the 
course of the interview I had to pass two questions: “Do you drink?” “No.” “Do you 
smoke?” “‘No.”’ Having passed these two questions successfully, I was accepted as a boarder 
with Mrs. Greer and a roomer with Mrs. Sears. ‘“‘How much?” “$8.00 p/week, $2 to Mrs. 
Sears and $6 to Mrs. Greer. Thus it was that I was unknowingly directed into good hands 
and happy circumstances. It was equally so at school. Having had no specific teacher 
training (a lack I have never regretted, especially after seeing what “‘mush”’ content was in 
the average training course) I was taken in hand by three competent, yet personally 
different teachers at the Junior High School who gave me hours of on-the-job training, 
better than I could get in any formal schooling. And I should add, too, that a young woman 
living in the house next to Mrs. Sears had some good hints for me which led to a life-long 
partnership. 

Now having settled into a teaching position and highly satisfactory living 
circumstances, my two good landladies began to slowly express some polite and reserved 
concern for this lonely bachelor school teacher—away from home, among strangers, and in 
unfamiliar situations. Naturally, the most immediate remedy and solution was to be found 
in Mrs. Sears’ daughter’s family, the Goodells, at the house next door, through the 
connecting back yard. So I found myself becoming acquainted in a family with eight 
children, seven girls, with one boy in the middle of the line, ranging in age from 
mid-twenties to four. Only one who has grown up without brothers and/or sisters can fully 
appreciate what a large family can mean to its members. After a brief “sorting out”’ period, 
(and it was very brief, as those things go) it became apparent that Alice, the second in the 
line of children, and George, were going to make a life together, and at this point of writing 
we are close to having made it to the 49th year mark. We were married on 7 August, 1935, 
as part of a double wedding, Alice’s sister Elinor and her husband Charles, being the other 
couple. 

During the first two years of teaching in Dighton, MA, the town voted to build its own 
six-year high school, severing its connections with surrounding towns and the city of 
Taunton, where Dighton high school students had been tuitioned out for lack of a local high 
school. As there appeared to be no likely candidate for the principal’s position within the 
local teaching staff, I made application for the position and was appointed. First year 
salary? $1,500.00. 

Beginning in 1933, I had enrolled on a part-time basis, in the Master’s degree program 
in school administration at Harvard University Graduate School of Education. 
Massachusetts, at that time, had the requirement for a special certificate of approval for one 
to serve as a superintendent of schools in a union of two or more small towns. A minimum 
of five years experience was also required, at least three of which had to be administrative in 


Be 


nature. On meeting the minimum requirement of five years, I took the examinations (the 
oral part was unique but would take too much space here) and was approved as a 
superintendent for a union of towns. 

The 5% years in Dighton were interesting. As well as being the principal, the position 
required one to be a half-time teacher. The opportunity came to become superintendent of 
schools for the union of Carver, Lakeville and Rochester, MA, on 1 January, 1941 and so we 
took leave of Dighton. To remain there longer seemed to have more minuses than plus 
factors. In the new position I had not expected to remain more than two to four years but I 
held it for thirty-three years, although with a differing combination of towns from time to 
time, except for Lakeville, which remained the constant. On beginning, there were about 
thirty employees, counting everyone and combined budgets of $85,000.00. But the area of 
southeastern Massachusetts was growing and so we built schools, beginning in 1949, in a 
more or less steady progression, building seven in the various towns. I also had an active part 
in the planning and formation of five different regional school districts for secondary 
education. On retiring at the end of 1973, our budgets were counted in millions and there 
were two hundred plus employees. The school built last was named the George R. Austin 
Middle School. 

A major interest of mine along with the professional life, has been m the field of organ 
and choral church music. During the college years I was as much involved in music and 
dramatics, plus other related fields as the academic life. As to these activities, they are all 
recorded in the college publications of those times as well as the Lewiston newspapers. 

Activities in the field of church music and choirs, organs, etc. has continued since the 
early days in North Kingstown, RI. Beginning in the home church, then branching out to a 
church in the next village, all gave an opportunity to try new experiences. At college, three 
of the four years I was the assistant to the college organist. After getting established in 
teaching, I had the opportunity to go as organist-choir director in 1935 at Pawtuxet Baptist, 
a church in the City of Cranston, RI. As there were no children then, Alice went with me. 
On resigning at Dighton, and knowing we were to live in Middleboro, MA, the Pawtuxet 
position was resigned owing to travel distance and the needs of the new job. But Sundays 
were not idle for long. A place opened up at the Unitarian church in Middleboro, MA and I 
held that for a bit more than two years when I accepted an invitation to go across the street 
to Central Congregational where I remained for over eighteen years. In the spring of 1962 a 
period of poor health required the elimination of Sunday work, but I did fill in the void by 
a somewhat extensive substituting program for various organists in the Taunton-Middleboro 
area. On retiring from the schools in 1973, the Rector of Church of Our Savior, Middleboro, 
MA, invited me to take up a regular position with them, which offer I accepted and still 
continue. 

Other interests have been boats. We have had three, all different and the Maine coast 
offers excellent opportunities to enjoy the coast for us and ours. Building a Maine home, 
with the generous help of family members, provided a good interest during the years when 
Sundays were free. Retirement has brought no problems, except to find time to do all the 
things we think we want to do. And then there are the grandchildren, five of them now. No 
one knows how much happiness grandchildren contribute to the grandparents lives until he 
has been in the position. 

And so we continue on; we cannot write the last pages for we do not know them. Alice 
and I have had a very happy life together. Our fondest wish would be that our descendants 
may have the same.

Russell graduated from the University of Massachusetts in 6/62 with a Bachelor of 
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Science degree. Carol graduated from the same school in 6/64 with a Bachelor of Arts 
degree in Education. 

Russ and Carol were married in Georgetown, MA on 6/09/63. 

Russell was employed at the Community Feed Store in Easthampton, MA while 
attending North Adams State College. He became certified as a junior high/high school 
teacher and continued part-time at the State College until he received a Master’s Degree in 
Education.

He taught 
there until 1967. During this time, Carol was an elementary substitute teacher in West 
Stockbridge and in Richmond, MA. On 5 June, 1966 Douglas George was born in Pittsfield, 
MA. 

In July 1967 Russ and Carol purchased their first home in Rindge, NH. Russ began a 
new teaching position in Winchendon, MA, teaching mathematics. In November, on the 
29th, in 1967, Eric Philip was born in Keene, NH. 

In September 1968 ‘“‘Russ’’ began a new teaching position in West Swanzey, NH at the 
Monadnock Regional High School. His position as a math teacher in one he still holds. On 
19 January, 1970 Rebecca Jean was born in Keene, NH. 


Russ and Carol and their four children outgrew the small ranch-style house in Rindge. 
After living there for six years they sold their first home and bought a 60-acre farm in 
Westmoreland, NH, a small town on the border of New Hampshire and Vermont. Their 
children attended the local elementary school and the district high school in Keene, NH. 
That move was made in August of 1973. 

In the elementary school “Debbie” was the school spelling bee champion for four 
years, and three times represented her school in the Cheshire County Spelling Bee. The first 
time she won the school spelling bee, she was too young to enter the County Bee! In the 
County Bee, ‘“‘Debbie” placed second one year in a very close and long contest with the 
eventual winner.

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Chapter 8 Winifred Leona (Goodell) Howland 


Winifred Leona Goodell born at Mt. Hope Hospital in North Dighton, MA 1 August, 
1917; res. Yarmouth Port, MA. Lived at parents’ home, Elm Street, Dighton until married, 
attended Dighton Grammar School and Taunton High School, graduating from there in 
1933. Went to Bridgewater Teachers’ College, Bridgewater, MA majoring in Elementary 
School Education. 

Left Bridgewater at beginning of junior year (October 1935) to fill a position which 
had been offered to me in Berkley, MA, where I stayed until June 1937. Went from there to 
accept a position at Raynham Elementary School where I stayed until I was married 1 July, 
1940.

Robert Alden Howland, Jr. born Bridgeport, Connecticut Hospital 7 May, 1943. Lived 
and moved with parents from 1943-1961 attending elementary school in each town, 
Harriton High School of Lower Merion from 1958-1961 when he graduated. At Yale 
University he majored in Physics and minored in Philosophy with B.A. May 1965 and in 
Astronomy M.S. December 1966; and at NC. State University Science & Mechanics, 
Mathematics, Ph.D. December 1974. His musical interests include New Haven Symphony, 
August 1961-May 1967, section leader, principal Percussionist; August 1969 to May 1977 at 
North Carolina State, Director N.C.S. Pipes & Drums, teach both, and at South Bend, IN 
Symphony, Percussionist from September 1981 to the present. Academic interests include 
Astronomy, Graduate Resident Assistant Yale, August 1965-7; at North Carolina State, 
Mathematics, graduate teaching Assistant 1967-73; and instructor, Engineering Mechanics 
N.C. State, August 1974-8; at Rose-Hulman Institute Technology Assistant Professor 
Engineering Mechanics, December 1978-May 1981, and at Notre Dame University Assistant 
Professor Engineering, Orbital Mechanics, June 1981 to present. 

His distinctions, honors and awards include three times won Graduate Student Teacher 
Award at North Carolina State, (given annually to 10 graduate student-teachers 
university-wide by nomination and vote of students) and at Notre Dame the 1983 Paul 
Fenlon Teaching Award for College of Engineering and the Morrissey Hall Section Fellow. 
His is listed in U.S. Jaycees’ Outstanding Young Men of 1979 and Marquis’ Who’s Who in 
Frontier Science and Technology. 

His professional memberships include American Academy of Mechanics; Engineering 
Science Society; American Astronomical Society (full member) and Division on Dynamical 
Astronomy; Pi Tau Sigma (National Honorary Mechanical Engineering Society; Sigma Pi 
Sigma (National Honorary Physics Society); Sigma X1 (Scientific Research Society) and Mu 
Beta Psi (National Honorary Music Society). 

His research to date involves adapting the quadratically converging theoretical 
approach of Kolmogorov and Arnold using Lie transforms to achieve a practical and 
efficient technique for the asymptotic solution of Hamiltonians...in brief theoretical 
mechanics and applied mathematics particularly as applied to non-linear dynamics. 

His teaching is concomitant with and complementary to research. He derives 
satisfaction from the experience of working with good students—students with industry and 
imagination. 

In April 1979 he read a paper on Investigations in a Hamilton-Lagrange Approach to 
Dispersive Waves at the Mathematical Sciences Colloquium at University of Cincinnati and in 
February 1981 one on Accelerated Perturbation Techniques in Theory and Practice at 
Aerospace/Mechanical Engineering Colloquium at the University of Notre Dame. 

He was principal investigator for two grants: Implementation and Application of a 
Technique of the Quadratic Analytical Solution of Hamiltonian Systems tor $27,380 two 
years starting 15 June, 1980 and for Investigation and Implementation of a Method for 
Quadratic Analytical Solution of General Nonlinearly Perturbed Periodic Systems, $66,027, 
two years starting 1 June 1984, submitted to NSF.

The preceding resume outlines a few of the highlights of the lives of Trenor Franklin 
Jr. and Dorothy Stead. In addition, Trenor adds a few thoughts of recollections to share 
with the readers. 

Pa was always very quiet, not one to do a great deal of talking just to fill a void, yet 
always knew that he wanted the best out of each of us, and that he would sacrifice his own 
wishes so that we could gain ours. Mother was the one who would put their philosophy into 
words that we kids could understand and appreciate; however, we probably absorbed much 
more from their actions than their words. 

I remember his membership on the School Committee, night meetings not missed by 
him for years; bringing home “‘school bills” from Howard Briggs to be signed by Pa and 
brought to North Dighton to Roy Walker so teachers would be paid on time. Also his 
devotion to routine church duties which kept the church going, including substituting 
between janitors, church treasurer, Sunday School teacher, official board. 

We were just expected, not forced, to do what would be best for us. When the older 
girls paid back money they had borrowed for college expenses, it was saved for the next 
ones coming along so that a sort of revolving fund was available for those of us who came 
along later. We were expected to repay so the younger ones could go on with their 
education. I believe $42 a week was the highest pay Pa ever had at Mt. Hope Finishing 
Company; yet all of us were helped to get whatever education we wanted beyond High 
School. Those were the days now known as the “‘great depression.”’ As soon as Spring would 
allow, gardens were planted and Pa would work out there summer nights until darkness and 
mosquitoes drove him in. We always knew fresh vegetables on the table in summer, home 
canned vegetables and fruits in the wooden cupboards and shelves down cellar. The hen 
house supplied us with eggs and frequently chicken for Sunday dinner. 


Memories of buildings 


Grandpa Sears’ barn...filling the haymows during haying season...Pa usually doing the 
hardest work of pitching forkfulls of hay up onto the haymow floor...bin of leaves used for 
bedding behind the cows...single electric bulb for illumination for milking during winter 
darkness...kerosene lantern carried into haymow to pitch hay down to cows...overflow pipe 
which spilled outside when the windmill pumped too much water to tank high in the 
barn...grindstone, old hay wagon and pungent odor in barn cellar. 

Grandpa Sears’ corncrib...a playroom for us on rainy days...antique corn sheller and 
old butter churn in attic...rolls of chicken wire downstairs used to enclose the asparagus 
beds after cutting season...long grape arbor extending toward Hiram Palmer’s house. 

Our henhouse...regular trips out with the “‘‘orts’’...reaching into the dark hen’s nests to 
pick up eggs...hopping fleas, especially in later winter before Spring cleaning...cleaning 
droppings from under roosts and spreading on garden...annual spraying of interior with 
carbolic acid (creosote)...red astrichan and greening apple trees in henyard. 

Elm Street house...coal furnace in cellar...sifting ashes...Saturday job of carrying ash 
cans out to spread on driveway...warm air registers to stand over on cold winter 
mornings...CC...Herbert Atwood and Leslie Horton as carpenters raising the roof to enlarge 
upstairs bedrooms...routine freezeups of sink drain outside...setting kerosene lantern under 
sink on cold nights to prevent freezing...pail of maple sugar in pantry cupboard...gas sidearm 
heater and copper tank in sinkroom...horse chestnut tree in front yard where I could climb 
to ‘‘get away” and dream. 


Memories of Dighton Village 


Screeching of trolley car wheels as they rounded the corner near Frank Horton’s 
house...trolley turnout at Grandma Sears’ with red and green lights on pole...school days at 
Grammar school...Helen Lane’s leather strap...Mr. Tinkham’s pushcart bringing mail from 
railroad train to the post office...walks to Andrew’s store for daily grocery needs...the 
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“Color Works” whistle...Frank Horton’s brook and woods before the dam and reservoir 
were built...cutting Christmas trees in Grandpa’s pasture...sledding on Richmond 
Hill...Roderick’s dog...the Boat Train...Mt. Hope trucks with snow plows...““Tacka” and 
Arrin Cash in Frank Horton’s barn...Frank Horton’s Model T truck at 4 a.m. going to 
market...chasing off to fires before Ma could blow the whistle.

Vernon Stead and Edith Alice Broadbent. At age 20, Walter Stead left England to come to 
No. Dighton, MA where he was promised a position at Mount Hope Finishing Co. Two years 
later he sent for his sweetheart Edith and his Mother. After the wedding, the three lived in a 
farm house in No. Dighton, MA. 

Schooling—graduate of the first class of Dighton High School, eleven students in class. 
Bates College B.A. 1941. 

Married Trenor F. Goodell Jr. 21 November, 1942. 

Son Trenor III born 25 July, 1945 Truesdale Hospital, Fall River, MA. 

Daughter Marcia Edith born 21 January, 1951 Johnson Memorial Hospital, Stafford 
Springs, CT. 

Interests—Nature study, walking marshes and woods, flower growing, drying and 
arranging flowers, crafts, sewing, fishing. 

Remembrances—Early years of our courtship and Saturday night home baked bean 
suppers at Goodells, when friends of the children gathered. 

World War II—Eight month tours of sea duty for Trenor and the birth of our son while 
he was away. He saw his son for the first time when he was 10 weeks old. Ruth and I 
struggled through this period, without her, life would have been miserable. There were close 
ties with all of the Goodell family, and I have been accepted as one of them. 

I especially remember Marion in a nursing home for ten years, crippled with arthritis, 
but alert, courageous, and always interested in the activities of her children and 
grandchildren. 

We have led a quiet life, tried to help our children to develop sound values, worked for 
various organizations, and always have been active in church affairs...no waves, just ripples. 


Trenor F. Goodell I11—Family History 


As I reflect on what I hope has been the first half of my life I may ramble a bit; 
however, I hope my ramblings may bring back memories to other members of the Goodell 
family and be of some use to future generations in learning what the Goodell family life was 
like between the end of World War II and 1984. 

I was born in Fall River, MA on 25 July, 1945, and lived in Dighton, MA until I was 
three. My father was still at war and, I believe, did not see me until I was about 3 months 
old. My earliest and vague memories are the shape of the house, going upstairs to the 
apartment, and the landlord’s collie, Lady. 

When I was three, we moved to Stafford Springs, CT. Our white house was old and 
large with a full length front porch situated on about two acres of land between Stafford 
Springs and Staffordsville, CT at the corner of Slaughterhouse Road. 

My memories include making maple syrup, riding my own soapbox derby down 
Slaughterhouse Hill and making my treehouse in what seemed like an enormous hemlock. 

When my cousin, Mirtha Pilling (now Mrs. Don Simmons), came visiting, we spent 
hours at the slaughterhouse. Another of our favorite activities was lighting all manner of 
fireworks in the back yard on Fourth of July. One year a whirlybird helicopter landed 
prematurely and caught the grass on fire. 

Another visiting cousin, Bob Howland, badly cut his knee on the treehouse step, thus 
spoiling that visit. 

There were long car rides to Dighton and Middleboro, MA and Pemaquid Pond in 
Maine. 
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Our one week vacations each summer at Crooker’s Cottage ($35/wk. including 
rowboat) influenced my decision in the late teens never to live in Massachusetts or anywhere 
South of there. 

I think the whole Goodell family loved Maine and about this time Uncle Charlie and 
Aunt Elinor bought their cottage at Clarks Cove, South Bristol, Maine. 

It was rough, with no cellar and had a combination shed/outhouse to the right of the 
back door. During that summer our family and most of the Goodell sisters and their families 
made a trip to Clark’s Cove. I’m sure the location was one of the reasons my Uncles George 
Austin and Gardner Sherman bought land in So. Bristol in the mid 60’s and built their 
summer homes. 

The late 50’s and early 60’s was a resettling time for the Austin, Sherman, Pilling and 
Goodell families and we all ended up within a mile of each other in Lakeville, MA. This was 
a time of family gatherings of aunts and uncles who came to help each other build and get 
settled. ‘“‘The Cousins” also got together and learned by doing and watching and probably 
began to realize how really close the Goodell family was. All of the uncles married into the 
family, each was different, yet all seemed as close or closer to the Goodell side of the family 
than to their own side. I remember no lasting arguments or heated discussions among any of 
them. 

Building events which bring back memories include the day Dad, Warren and Gardner 
were building a cesspool with Creamer’s blocks and it caved in almost trapping them because 
they hadn’t backfilled. The day uncles and cousins shingled Uncle Warren’s roof leaving a 
weaving pattern, and the day we put footing boards for Uncle Gardner’s house in clay and 
mud 6” deep and using diagonal sheathing boards later. Also remembered is helping Uncle 
Warren sheath Uncle George’s house across the street. 

Recollections of my grandmother, Marion, are vivid during this time. In earlier years 
we visited her in Dighton, MA, and she always seemed happy. The house had a cinder 
driveway and had a couple of steps leading up into the kitchen. The woodstove was on the 
left. Facing it to the right was a door to the shed. A door on the opposite side led to the 
dining and sitting room. 

Gramma Goodell would sit in a wicker rocker in the sewing room, knitting and talking. 
Soon tiring of the conversation, I would go out through the shed to the grape arbor where 
there were delicious green grapes and then to the reservoir across the street. 

In later years when arthritis crippled her hands and body, I remember visiting her at 
Island Terrace Nursing Home with my folks. Each aunt and uncle contributed monthly so 
that Grandma Goodell received the best of care until she died. 

I remember her reciting Latin and discussing events of 30 or 40 years previous as if 
they were current during her early years at Island Terrace. Arthritis, pain, age and drugs for 
the pain took their toll and before her death, which was a blessing, she became extremely 
frail, immobile and did not recognize her visitors. 

I regret that I never knew my grandfather. 

We lived in Lakeville, MA until 1961 and then moved to Yarmouthport, MA where my 
parents still reside. 

After graduation from Dennis-Yarmouth Regional High School in 1963, I spent the 
next 4% years at the University of Orono, ME earning a B.S. in mechanical engineering with 
minors in business and physics. 

While at the U. of M. I was awarded membership in Phi Kappa Phi, Sigma Pi Sigma, and 
Tau Beta Pi honor societies. During my senior year I was president of Tau Beta Pi, 
represented that group at a convention in Texas, and was head counselor of Cumberland 
Hall, a 260-man dormitory. 

The University provided an excellent academic background, confirmed by love of the 
State of Maine and, most importantly, provided the opportunity for my wife, Judy, and I to 
meet. 

Judith Evelyn Roberts was born 10 February, 1944 in Norway, Maine. She grew up in 
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Norway and later in Waterford, ME where her parents, John and Beatrice Roberts still live. 
After graduating from the Norway schools in 1962, she graduated from the University of 
Maine in 1966 with a B.A. in English. We were married on 17 June, 1967 at St. Catherines 
Church in Norway, ME. 

We located in Portsmouth, NH to be near the Portsmouth Naval Shipyard where | 
started as an engineer in the Nuclear Engineering Department. Our work includes the 
maintenance and overhaul of nuclear submarines. I am presently a manager in that 
department. 

We lived in an apartment in Portsmouth, NH until 1971 when we bought a 1732 
colonial home on 34 acres of land on Frost Hill, York, ME. 

With frequent help from both Roberts and Goodell parents we have made badly 
needed renovations. In 1981/82 with the help of parents, friends and “Goodell” uncles 
Gardner, Warren, George, Aldie, Harvey, Charlie and Cousin Phil Sherman, we have added a 
family room, barn and garage. 

We have been blessed with four healthy children, Trenor F. born 3 June, 1969, 
Jennifer E. born 11 June, 1972, Karen E. born 19 March, 1974 and Daniel J. born 22 
December, 1975. 

Our family is the focus of our life as we try to instill our beliefs, attitudes and morals 
in our children. As we believe our parents did, we try to provide guidance but allow liberty 
and decision making to prepare them for adulthood. Hopefully they will perpetuate the 
family spirit, traditions and the family prayer: 

Father in Heaven from above 

Look down upon our home in love 
Keep us in health and strength this day 
Give us our daily bread we pray 

And for Thy gifts so full and free 

We would return our thanks to Thee.

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Chapter 10 Ruth Leslie (Goodell) Pilling 


Ruth Leslie Goodell born Dighton 15 December, 1921 has outlined some memories: 
Night before Christmas bargains at Pierce Hardware, Taunton MA...Christmas tree with 
pairs of colorful knitted mittens from Grandma pinned on as decorations with just the first 
name in her handwriting, and a special toy from Uncle Henry and another from our 
parents...Sugar on snow...Coasting down the little hill (Eunie and I couldn’t go up 
Richmond Hill) in the ‘“‘Willomillot’’... Hand-made twin outfits for Eunice and me...Sitting 
on the front step with May Horton every summer night except Grange nights...Always 
church and Sunday School on Sunday...Morning Bible reading and prayer with Grandpa and 
Grandma Sears...Ma standing at the top (Beth remembers bottom) of the stairs leading us all 
in “‘Jesus tender shepherd hear us...’ ...Grandma’s hospitalization with ruptured appendix, 
and Grandpa’s sister, Mary, staying with him (she seemed to love to play with Eunie and 
me)..Memorial Day Parade and Leland Bullard at the cemetery...Eunie and I always 
together...Mr. Pardy called us Siamese Twins... 

One childhood memory of poignant dimensions. Trenor had done something, I don’t 
know what, for which he had to cut his own switch for the infliction of a just punishment. 
Eunie and | just couldn’t stand even the thought of it, and we had to be bundled up and 
taken to Grandma’s until the discordancy had passed. Such is typical of the sweet 
enmeshing of our family life in joyful or sad times, crises or picnics, and never any serious 
envy, or selfish desire that stood in the way of another having what was rightfully his or 
hers. Best delivery was expected of every one of us with our parents as constant examples. 

On 5 March, 1919 Sarah Chesworth and John Potts Pilling were married in Fall River, 
MA and on 21 February, 1920 Warren Chesworth Pilling was born in Attleboro, MA. His 
family finally located in North Dighton, MA a decade later and Warren and Ruth were both 
students at the opening of the new Dighton Junior-Senior High School. 

After High School Warren did not go on as his parents felt unable to help him. Ruth 
started at Salem Teachers’ College, but very early on convinced her parents she did not want 
to be a teacher, and she established herself at Bryant and Stratton in Boston. She worked 
diligently to prove herself to her parents and completed the Executive Secretarial course in 
less than half the prescribed two years. 

Meanwhile back at the ranch, Warren entered into a machinist apprenticeship training 
at the Torpedo Station in Newport, RI. In June of 1941 they were married, and started 
housekeeping in Segregansett, MA. Sally was born in October of 1942; we moved to 
Newport, RI in January of 1943. In May of 1944 I returned to Dighton to live, as Mirtha 
was due in June and Warren was drafted into the Navy on 29 May, 1944 (Mirtha arrived 
reluctantly on June 17). Warren stayed stateside until after V-J day in 1945, then cruised to 
Japan on an aircraft carrier while awaiting “points for discharge” which had been 
compromised by February 1946. 

Warren built our first house in Berkley MA in 1947 where we lived until 1958. 
Following his natural talent for construction, he has worked successfully in custom building 
from the level of housebuilding on through custom kitchen design and installation. 

In 1959 we were living in Lakeville, MA where our family circle was widened to 
include Marion, a surprise which awed and delighted in that order! We now had three 
wonderful daughters and they still make us proud. 

A few years later we found a new interest—in antiques! Attending an antique auction 
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on the Cape on one of those perfect days in June of 1969 sparked our interest in moving 
once again and resulted in our purchase of a home in Eastham, MA. We soon thereafter 
began to exhibit and sell at antique shows around New England. This avocation has become 
a vocation for Warren. Cousin Maude Barker’s unexpected death in 1978 brought about our 
last move, when Eunie and Gardner made it easy for us to buy her house in East Greenwich, 
RI which had been left to them. Warren now works full time restoring and refinishing 
antiques with his special interest in researching early tools. Having found personal 
satisfaction in my career of 30-odd years, I now am learning about town government and 
land evidence records at the East Greenwich Town Clerk’s office. Rhode Island is quite 
different from Massachusetts. 

We enjoy varied activities in the field: socialization with other dealers at shows, making 
new friends, meeting old ones, visits with family members when doing shows in their area, 
club meetings, camping with the Shermans when doing an outdoor show with them as well 
as extensive shopping trips with them—we can always find something to interest us. It is a 
good life.

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Chapter 11 Eunice Miriam (Goodell) Sherman 


Eunice Miriam Goodell b. Dighton, MA, 4 November, 1923; res. Lakeville, MA. 
Educated in Dighton public schools, graduated Dighton High School, 1941; Mus.B. Boston 
University College of Music, 1944; m. Cooks County, Park Ridge, IL 17 March, 1944 to 
Gardner Philip Sherman; marriage performed by Reverend George Truman Carl, former 
pastor Dighton M.E. Church. Two children: Polly Gardner Sherman, 31 July, 1946, and 
Philip Buffinton Sherman 6 November, 1948, both in Middleboro, MA. At the time of her 
college commencement, Eunice was “never going to teach.” From the time of her early 
schooling she had wanted to teach music and that was what she was destined to do. Eunice 
taught vocal music and stringed instruments in the areas where they lived, including 10 
towns in southeastern Massachusetts. 


Part of the daily routine on Elm Street, Dighton, MA was “‘practicing.”’ While Ruth prac- 
ticed on the piano in the parlor, Eunice was to take her violin to an upstairs bedroom, prop- 
ping the music up against the mirror on the bureau and getting Kreutzer ready for Saturday’s 
lesson with H. Leonard Conant, violin teacher in Taunton MA. Mr. Conant also came to the 
house twice a year to tune the piano—whereupon the family “hove to” to give Mr. Conant 
one of his few home-cooked meals. Laughter prevailed at all of our gatherings around the 
old oak table, but particularly stifled when Mr. Conant insisted on calling Eunice, ‘‘Eustis,”’ 
with the family’s immediate changing it to ‘“‘Useless.”” Mr. Conant preferred the Goodell 
cooking to the “‘Dutchman’s” (Dutchland Farms). As Elinor had taken violin lessons, 
Eunice, too, wanted to play the violin. When Eunice was about 6 years old, Brother Trenor 
fashioned a violin from wood cut with his hand jig saw and strung with gut. Mr. Conant 
decided if she wanted a violin that badly she should have one. So, from that time on, 
Eunice always played on a violin bearing the inscription: ‘“‘H. Leonard Conant, Taunton, 
Mass.” His influence upon Eunice lasted for many years until his death in 1955. Polly 
introduced him to “BLT’s” as that was her specialty. He wrote in a letter to her that he 
“really did like those ““TBL’s,” often getting them for his meal at the Transfer Restaurant 
near where he had his studio on Weir St. in Taunton, MA. 


However tedious and strenuous the daily practicing and weekly lessons, relaxation and 
reward would come in the evenings, when Mother had time to come in and play the 
accompaniments to the many issues of Etudes stacked in Pa’s closet. The Etudes usually 
contained orchestra pieces, which helped settle what the Goodell Trio might play at the 
next Grange meeting or Church Supper. Ruthie played the piano, Winnie, the cello, with 
Eunice on the violin part, or if Elinor was in Dighton at the time, there would be 2 violins. 
Many hours were spent in pleasant rehearsing. 


At the time of the 1938 hurricane, electricity was off in the town for many months, 
but practicing could continue. During the actual hours of the hurricane, those of the family 
who were home, gathered around the piano for hymn-singing; actually, our eyes were glued 
on the north parlor window—anxiously awaiting headlights of the cars to come around the 
corner. Elinor would be coming across Brightman St. Bridge in Fall River, MA around the 
time the Tidal Wave hit the area. Gardner and Winston Sherman with their 9 mile paper 
routes crossed the Somerset/Dighton Broad Cove Bridge on Pleasant St. just before the 
bridge went out. Our family was more fortunate than some, as the family were all together 
for the evening meal. 
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After Auntie Winnie and Uncle Jerome retired from the ministry, they lived upstairs at 
Grandma’s house. The older girls took turns taking Auntie on her Maisonette (Womens’ 
clothes) route, while Ruth and Eunie took the daily lunch (grape baskets) of soup and 
sandwiches to the teachers at South School. Auntie Winnie was also oui 4H leader and piano 
teacher. For many years, Auntie Winnie played the old reed organ at the church, with 
Mother on the grand piano. The reed organ was originally owned by Grandma Sears. She 
gave it to the church when it was needed, retiring it to Shermans on Main St. From there, it 
went via George Austin’s boat to Clark’s Cove, Walpole, ME. At the present writing, the reed 
organ is at the Sherman residence in So. Bristol, ME. When it was time for a larger organ, it 
was Ruth’s turn to be Church organist and comb the Etudes to find variety for the weekly 
services. Probably, outside of the home, the church was the social center of South Dighton 
MA. It had more influence on the family and our musical background than anything else. 
Mother spent many hours training and helping members of the choir from the piano bench. 
It was her influence and patience at the high school and Bristol County Agricultural School 
that helped many students find their avocation or vocation. Some of those students became 
her sons-in-law. 

Being a part of the church groups in early years, helped give the confidence needed to 
go from a small town high school to larger city schools. As the older sisters had graduated 
from Boston University, so Eunice wanted to continue the tradition by attending the 
College of Music. Living with “Beth” in Watertown, MA was a convenient and economical 
solution. Completion of college came in 3 years and 2 summers. Following in Elinor’s 
footsteps, the first teaching position was in Westport, MA and Little Compton, RI—vocal 
music K-12, traveling to a total of 12 schools in the 2 towns. 


In the early part of 1945, Pa’s illness became more acute, and Eunice lived with Mother 
during that crucial time while Gardner was in the Pacific. Radio brought most of the news, 
along with the Taunton Gazette. Pa died in April, but the boys in the Pacific didn’t hear 
about it until some months later. 

After not having had any mail for over 2 months, a phone call came from Gardner, 
saying that he was enroute to Norfolk, VA. As soon as school ended in June, Eunice was off 
to Norfolk, VA to stay until 13 August, 1945, when Gardner got his discharge. The decision 
to take the boat to Washington, D.C. was made. As it was VJ Day, the night sky was ablaze 
with fireworks and the Capital was bedecked with toilet paper (no streamers in wartime). 
Then, home to New England. What a welcome sight to see Dighton! 

After the school year at Fitchburg State College, where Gardner received his M.Ed., 
Gardner and Eunice started a new life in Middleboro, MA with a teaching job and new baby 
girl, Polly Gardner, born 31 July, 1946 on her father’s 24th birthday. After Philip was born, 
6 November, 1948, Eunice started part-time teaching in Lakeville and Rochester, MA, 
adding Carver and Middleboro, MA on the off-days. Gardner and Eunice lived in the 
Muttock section of Middleboro, MA for 7 years, moving to West Yarmouth, MA in 1954 
when Gardner took the position as head of the Industrial Arts Dept. at Lawrence High in 
Falmouth, MA. Eunice taught in the towns of Yarmouth, Dennis and Brewster, MA. In 
1959, Gardner headed the Industrial Arts Dept. at Apponequet Regional and built our home 
in Lakeville, MA. Eunice taught music in the schools of Lakeville, Freetown, and 
Middleboro, MA. Both Gardner and Eunice retired from teaching in 1979. 

In 1963, the family became interested in the American Field Service and were 
fortunate in having an AFS daughter, Judith Wilson of New Zealand, live with them for one 
year. She attended Apponequet Regional High School and graduated with Polly in 1964. In 
1969 she married Raymond Rose and they had four children, the marriage dissolved in 1983 
and Judy returned to New Zealand to be near her family. While not a blood relative, she 
remains very close to the family. Gardner and Eunice have gone to New Zealand, spending 
time with the family and learning about the country. 

Upon retirement in 1979, their love of post cards led them to become deltiologists. It 
fulfills a need to travel and meet people. 
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Gardner Philip Sherman, b. Taunton, MA 31 July, 1922; attended elementary school in 
Raynham, MA until 1935; Dighton High School to graduation in June 1940; then Fitchburg 
State Teachers College where he earned a B.S. in Education in Industrial Arts in 1943 and 
an Ed.M. in 1945-46; Northeastern University, Ed.M. in Graphic Science, 1966. In 1942 he 
enlisted in the USNR V-7 DVG Program and was allowed to complete his degree in 
September 1943 by extra courses and summer sessions. September 1943, he began active 
duty and was commissioned Ensign in 1944 at USNR Midshipman’s School Northwestern 
University, Chicago, IL and was assigned to LST 737 (Landing Ship Tank) at New Orleans, 
LA. Duty included participation in five major invasions in the South Pacific, Philippine 
Islands and Okinawa. Thirty-three years of teaching: Department Head at Middleboro, MA 
1946-54; Lawrence High, Falmouth, MA _ 1954-59, Apponequet Regional, 
Freetown-Lakeville 1959-66; Oliver Ames High School, Easton, MA 1966-79. At various 
times he taught General Shop, Wood Construction, Drafting, Engineering Graphics, Offset 
Printing and Photography. 

He became interested in woodworking and mechanical subjects at an early age and 
continued to develop skills, his experience led to his becoming an Industrial Arts teacher. 
His interruption for service in World War II was not a pleasant experience, but proved to be 
valuable in human development.

Polly Gardner Sherman was born in Middleboro, MA, 31 July, 1946 on her father’s 
birthday. She attended schools in Middleboro, Yarmouth and Lakeville, MA graduating 
from Apponequet Regional High School, Class of 1964. Polly was interested in all musical 
activities; Chorus, trio, string ensemble, playing string bass in band and with the chorus, 
playing tenor drum with the marching band. 

While at Framingham State College, Framingham, MA she participated in all the 
musical groups and continued her interest in the alumnae groups for several years after 
graduating. A B.S. degree in Home Economics was earned in 1968 from Framingham State 
College. After her junior year at Framingham, MA she married Roger G. Eldridge, Jr. of 
Middleboro, MA and completed her senior year of college at the University of 
Massachusetts, Amherst, MA, as her husband was a student there. While still living in 
Hadley, MA, she taught Home Economics for one year at Chicopee, Ma, while her husband 
finished his degree at the University of Massachusetts. 

Polly later taught in Rochester, MA, as a reading tutor and for three years in Home

Philip Buffinton Sherman was born in Middleboro, MA, 6 November, 1948, missing his 
mother’s birthday by 2 days. He attended elementary school in Yarmouth, MA and 
Lakeville, MA. In 1967 he graduated from Apponequet Regional Vocational High School, 
majoring in Automotives. During high school and summers he was employed as a mechanic 
at Chace Chevrolet, East Freetown and Middleboro, MA. Phil and his friend were chosen to 
enter the Plymouth Trouble Shooting Contest in his senior year, but he was unable to 
participate in either the State Finals, or his graduation from high school, as he was called 
into active military service.

Jean Marion Goodell born Dighton, MA 15 February, 1929; res. Virginia Beach, VA. 
Educated in Dighton Public Schools and Northfield School for Girls, Northfield, MA. She 
trained as a secretary and worked in several places. She cross-indexed Edgar Cayce’s psychic 
readings (the largest collection of documented psychic data in the world) and wrote us 
recently that a movie on the life of Edgar Cayce will be shown in 1984. She wrote that 
before she began her illustrious career of marriages, she honestly thought she would only 
ever be married once “‘and that forever, just like Mother and Daddy.”

Freda Susie Goodell b. Mt. Holly, VT 19 April, 1891; res. Westport, MA described her 
home, her father a farmer with about 50 cows, several horses. She attended school about a 
mile from her home, walking with her friend, Ella Bunker. It was an ungraded one-room 
school, closed with December snows until April when the roads were fit to travel. She could 
milk at an early age, and help feed the cows and stock. Summers were very busy, but 
winters offered free time after morning chores were finished, until time for evening chores. 
The family attended church at Mechanicsville, VT and most of the church suppers. She 
remembers the sugaring off suppers, with maple syrup and doughnuts. In September the 
family usually attended Rutland Fair, driving there by wagon with a two-horse team. 
Neighbors often had card parties and dances, but not for brother Trenor and Freda as ‘They 
were the devils.” 

Black River Academy was to be Freda’s secondary education. Freda and Ella lived 
there together. About every other week food supplies were brought over by their families in 
Mt. Holly, VT until her senior year when she was sick so much it was decided she must 
“board out.” She went to Cochituate, MA where her parents were with Susie and Sherburn 
Hutchinson, had her adenoids removed, later condition diagnosed as tuberculosis. Doctor 
prescribed rest, outdoors. 

She taught at Templeton, MA a year, at the Thomastown School in Middleboro, MA 
three years and at Westport, MA at two different periods. Then on 2 July 1919 she married 
Frederick Leonard Tripp in Blackstone, MA and they lived on Main Road, Westport, MA 
(See the Tripp Family). 

One event we well remember was Auntie Susie and Uncle Sherburn Hutchinson’s final 
visit east. He had been Superintendent of Schools in Wayland and Sudbury, MA after he left 
Cochituate, MA and finally went to Montpelier, VT where he remained until his retirement. 
Meanwhile he adopted and raised Hazel Rice, who visited us while she trained at 
Bridgewater Normal School; she had gone to California and Susie and Sherburn followed her 
to Whittier, CA where Trenor, Jr. visited them during World War II days. Susie died first and 
her husband hired help, but none could take her place in many tries; when he finally found 
a lady who succeeded, he married her and she cared for him until his death. 

Susie and Sherburn traveled each summer for many years, and usually visited her niece 
and nephew during the vacation. Before trailers were introduced they came at least once in a 
Ford touring car, with ice refrigerator on the running board and tent and camping 
equipment in the rear section. He would stop to fish when he tired of riding, and she would 
read or work at housekeeping tasks, for she cooked the fish he caught. 

Then they came in trailers, so could keep their own privacy as they visited relatives and 
friends. The final trip was during the gasoline shortage, but they remained in Vermont until 
the maples turned red, then returned to Whittier, CA. While at Auntie Freda’s it was decided 
to have a family clambake; it may have been July 4 of that year. Trenor and Marion and all 
their children and older two grandchildren were invited, and enjoyed clams baked in 
Westport seaweed with fish, sausage, dressing, white and sweet potatoes, onions, steamed 
brown bread and baked white home-made bread, and Trenor sliced the watermelons for 
dessert.

Freda Susie Goodell, born Mt. Holly, VT 19 April, 1891; res. Main Rd., Westport, MA 
in homestead built by husband’s grandfather in early 1800’s; m. 2 July 1919 Frederick L. 
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Tripp (q.v.). After graduation from Black River Academy in June 1909 she came to 
Dighton, MA and lived outdoors for the following winter; tonsilectomy showed trouble in 
one lung. She taught school in Rehoboth, Westport, Middleboro and Templeton, MA. After 
Fred had the flu he worked building small boats (skiffs) in the barn. Later he built a shop at 
the homestead; in 1932 the shop was struck by lightning and burned to the ground. Friends 
advised him to buy land on the water; he did in 1932 and hauled three boats the first year. 
In the 1938 hurricane they lost storage sheds, but the damage to the workshops was only by 
water and they are still standing and others added for more storage, with many boats stored 
outside as well. Freda worked in the office until she was ninety, when she gave up her 
driver’s license. 

Although severely crippled with arthritis, with the help of a walker she kept busy 
maintaining her home on Main Road, Westport, MA. One or another of her nearby 
daughters-in-law came in daily to help with housework. She was a charter member and 
senior past matron of the Cortez Allen Chapter, Order of the Eastern Star No. 161. On 9 
September 1984 she died at age 93 following a brief illness. 


- Leonard James Tripp born Westport, MA 27 February, 1913, educated in Westport 
schools. He married Cora Estelle Warren in New Bedford, MA, on 9 September, 1935. 
She was born in New Bedford, MA, daughter of Benjamin F. Warren and Lillian (Frank)

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Chapter 14 Our Sears Family, 1633-1907 


Our principal source of information on the Sears Family is Samuel P. May’s The 
Descendants of Richard Sares of Yarmouth, Massachusetts, 1638-1888 published in Albany, 
NY, 1890. (Numbers in parenthesis are the individual’s identification assigned by S. P. May). 
Five different spellings of Richard’s surname appear in early records. Nothing has been 
learned of Richard’s early life, but his name appears in a Plymouth Colony tax list of 25 
March, 1633 when he was one of 44 out of a list of 86 persons assessed nine shillings in corn 
valued at six shillings per bushel. He next appears in a tax list of Salem, MA 1 January, 
1638. On 14 October, 1638 he was granted four acres of land ‘‘where he had formerly 
planted.” In early 1639 he crossed to Yarmouth, MA in Anthony Thacher’s party. He 
probably had with him his wife and infant son, Paul. His first home there was on Quivet 
Neck and there Deborah was born, the second white child and the first white girl born there. 

In 1643 Richard Seeres appears on a list of inhabitants of Yarmouth, MA between 16 
and 60, liable to bear arms. Richard Sares took the oath of fidelity at Plymouth, MA 7 June, 
1653, was chosen Grand Juryman 7 June, 1652 and Constable 6 June, 1660. On 3 June, 
1662 Richard Saeres was chosen representative to the General Court at Plymouth. His will 
dated 10 May, 1667 and the codicil thereto dated ten years later were both signed by mark, 
but his full signature is affixed to a Thacher document a month later. His mark was an R 
above an S.: On 2d October, 1650 he with 16 others complained of William Nickerson. 

His will and inventory are in Plymouth Records, Book 3, Part 2, pp. 53-55. Therein he 
mentions wife Dorothy, sons Paul and Sylas, daughter Deborah, son-in-law Zachary Padduck 
and grandson, Ichabod Padduck and “brother Thacher.”’ His real estate was valued at 220 
pounds. Neither Richard nor Dorothy probably had gravestones, but both presumed to be 
buried in the ancient cemetery in Yarmouth, MA; Paul’s death is the oldest inscribed 
memorial in the cemetery. Town records state ‘“Goody Sares was buried 19 March 1678/9.” 
His three children were Paul, Silas, and Deborah and our family descends from both sons 
with marriages between second cousins in 4th and 5th generations. 


(2) Paul2, born possibly in Marblehead, MA 1637/8; died Yarmouth, MA 20 February, 
1707/8, his will signed with his mark; his property valued at 467.03.03. He was the 
first to adopt the spelling SEARS; took oath of fidelity in 1657, commissioned Captain 
in the Militia, served on Grand Jury, and was an original proprietor of lands in 
Harwich, MA between Bound and Stony Brooks. He married in Yarmouth, MA 1658 
Deborah Willard and they had 14 children of whom Samuel (7) was third. See below. 


(3)Silas? Sears, called by Richard his youngest son, lived in the part of Yarmouth, MA 
now known as East Dennis, MA, took oath 6 June, 1682; commissioned Ensign 28 
October, 1681; Lieutenant 7 July, 1682, representative to the General Court at 
Plymouth, MA 1685-91, Selectman 1680-94; Juryman 1680-82. He left no will and 
letters of administration were granted to his widow, Anna, 1 May, 1698. 


(7)Samuel? Sears was born Yarmouth, MA, last of January 1663/4; died 8 January 
1741/2; his gravestone is at West Brewster, MA; his will dated 7 April, 1740 was filed 6 
March, 1741/2. He was Constable in 1702; commissioned Lt. 1706, Capt. 1715. He 
was one of the earliest inhabitants of Harwich, MA. His house the first just over the 
line between what is now West Brewster and East Dennis, MA formerly Yarmouth, 
MA. His house stood until after 1800, occupied by his sons. Of his eleven children, 


Bets: 


Samuel (24) was the second and the oldest son. 


(15) Silas? Sears, b. Yarmouth, MA 1661, d. 1732, his will dated 28 July, 1727; probated 
29 November 1732. He was a yeoman, lived in what is now Dennis, MA. He married 
1692 Sarah Crosby, b. 24 March, 1667, d. 20 March 1705/6; he married 2) Yarmouth, 
MA 1 May 1707 Elizabeth O. Kell. His oldest son was Silas (68), b. Yarmouth, MA 
December 1695. 


(18) Capt. Joseph* Sears born Yarmouth, MA 1675, d. 7 May, 1750; his will dated 9 
December 1746 names wife Hannah. She was Hannah Hall whom he married 19 
September 1700 and she died 28 July, 1753, having served as administratrix of his 
will. There were eleven children of whom our Joseph (84) was 4th. His inventory was 
320.08.08. He was a yeoman styled both Gent. and Capt. He lived in what is now 
East Dennis, MA. 

(24)Samuel* Sears born Harwich, MA 15 Sept 1687; died there 22 November, 1726. His 
will dated 25 November 1726 was probated 20 January 1726/7 names his wife and the 
8 children who survived him. Of these Ruth (103) was the third; she was born Harwich, 
MA 4 July 1715, married on 21 May 1733 her second cousin Joseph (84). 


(68)Silast+ Sears born Yarmouth, MA December 1695; d. 10 April, 1760; m. Elizabeth 
Nickerson, b. Yarmouth, MA 11 May, 1699, daughter of John and Elizabeth (Baker) 
Nickerson; she was still living July 1744. 


(84) Joseph* Sears, b. Yarmouth, MA 27 March, 1708, d. 6 August, 1779, gravestone in 
West Brewster, MA. All births except for his first child were recorded in Yarmouth, 
MA. In records he was called 3d and Jr. and lived in that part of Harwich, MA now 
West Brewster, MA. He was married three times, all children were by Ruth (103) whom 
he married 21 May, 1733. He married Thankful Snow 28 October 1761 and Bashua 
(Smalley) (Nickerson) Chase 4 December, 1766. He was admitted to the 2d church of 
East Yarmouth, MA 29 June 1742. His will, dated 12 July 1776, was probated 9 
September 1779 mentions children of his daughter Ruth Wing. Dower set off to 
Bashua, widow, 28 September 1779. Inventory 5,346.14.6 pounds. Youngest of his 
five children was Joseph (323) not mentioned in his will. His second son was Stephen 
(320). 

(320) Stephen? Sears b. Yarmouth, MA 5 September 1736, no death record nor gravestone 
found. He lived in the ancient Judah Sears’ house at ‘“‘Punkhorn”’ West Brewster, MA 
and turned out in Captain Samuel Berry’s company, doing 7 days service and marching 
112 miles, on alarm at Bedford and Falmouth, MA 7 September, 1778. Of his 13 
children, Joseph (827) was 10th. The youngest two were twins. Stephen married 10 
November, 1758, Elizabeth Sears (290) his cousin, dau. of Silas (68) and Elizabeth 
(Nickerson) Sears. 


(827) Joseph® Sears, born Harwich, MA 26 August, 1776, d. Brewster, MA 22 February, 
1843, gravestone in Brewster, MA. He was a sea captain, married Dennis, MA 19 
December, 1799 Marabah Howes. Joseph Ellery Sears (1845) was 8th of their 10 
children. 

(1845) Joseph’ Ellery Sears born in Brewster, MA 14 September, 1814; died in Taunton, MA 
20 January 1878, buried in South Harwich, MA church yard, he married, as her second 
husband, Eunice Howard Nickerson who died in Melrose, MA 29 June, 1889. (Son 
Elisha Bearse was named for Eunice’s intended first husband who drowned in a pond 
prior to their wedding.) Her first husband was Anthony Baker who died very young 
and their only child Amanda lived only a few months; a gravestone has her name on it 
in South Harwich, MA but according to family tradition she was buried in North 
Harwich, MA with her father. Joseph Ellery and family moved to South Harwich, MA 
about 1867 because Eunice didn’t want her boys to “‘go to sea as most Brewster boys 
did.’’ Of 8 Sears children, 2 were born in West Brewster, MA, 6 in Brewster, MA. The 
following are all in the 8th generation from Richard (1): 
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i- Loring (3201) b. 16 January, 1845, married Hattie Elizabeth Putnam and had 
two children, Loring who was a lawyer and died before 1964 and Mildred who 
married a retired Lt. Commander, USN named Charles Henc. They lived in Fort 
Lauderdale, FL with a summer home on Pine Island in West Falmouth, MA. 


-Elisha Bearse (3202), born 7 July, 1846, married in Boston, MA 7 July, 1868 
Martha E. Parsons. He was a furrier in Boston, MA. They had two sons, Harry, 
an epileptic who died as a young man, and Ralph, who married and had one son. 
Elisha’s second wife was Marie, who “fled and took all the lovely wedding 
presents with her.” He later married Jennie, a lovely woman who had been his 
housekeeper. After her death he married Ella, who survived him. 


iii- Joseph® Emery Sears (3203) b. Brewster, MA April 1848, d. 14 August, 1933 in 
Dighton, MA. Married in Dighton, MA 17 June, 1874 Sarah Rebecca Walker; she 
d. Dighton, MA 23 January 1939 in her sleep and was buried beside him in the 
Dighton Town Cemetery. He was educated in the public schools of Brewster, 
MA, graduated from Providence Conference Seminary, now East Greenwich 
Academy in RI, and received his A.B. from Boston University in 1877. He 
farmed first in the old Walker Homestead, Williams Street, Dighton, MA and 
later bought the Captain Andrews homestead on Main Street near the corner of 
Elm Street in Dighton, MA. He was a lay preacher of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church and kept a small farm with a few dairy cows, hens and asparagus beds; 
she graduated from Bridgewater Normal School and taught in Dighton and Fall 
River, MA. Two daughters: 


- Winifred Walker (4056) b. Dighton, MA 27 February, 1876, d. 14 
September 1955. 
- Marion Josephine b. Dighton, MA 28 September, 1888, d. 4 July, 1966 


iv- Ella Florin (3204) b. 25 January 1850; d. 17 June 1867, an epileptic. 


v-Mary Elizabeth (3205) b. 25 April, 1852, died about 1944; married South 
Harwich, MA 15 April 1879 Henry Beecher Nickerson, and had two sons; Arthur 
had two children; his daughter died young and his son became a missionary and 
was in Africa when the marriage terminated. Bertram Nickerson, the other son 
entered the armed services in the first World War and was one of those who died 
in the flu epidemic. Mary was a teacher, with a heart of gold, and is remembered 
as being very talkative. 


vi- Alice Mary (3206) b. 24 August, 1854. Teacher, married in South Harwich, MA 
17 October, 1879 James Monroe Lasselle of Maine; he died 25 November 1881. 
She married 2) Ernest Anderson and had two sons; Ronald born about 1877 and 
Carl about 1879. Ronald and his wife lived in Florida and Carl married a widow 
with three children. 


vu- Benjamin Franklin (3209) Sears b. 15 April 1858, married in Cotuit, MA 12 
January 1881 Stella Lucinda Nickerson, b. Cotuit, MA 30 March, 1857. He was 
an epileptic, and shared a store with his youngest brother, Fred, in South 
Harwich, MA until Stella’s Aunt Eliza persuaded them to come to Cotuit, MA 
and live in her house there. He then began a department store in Cotuit, MA 
which became very successful. 


vill- William Frederic (3208) b. 19 June 1862, m. 24 November, 1887 Minnie 
Howard (Harward). It was Thanksgiving Day and their honeymoon was a ride to 
the Old Homestead in West Brewster, MA now directly opposite Our Lady of the 
Cape Catholic Church. Two daughters: 


i- Bernice Estelle Sears, b. 18 September 1888, d. 13 May, 1979 at Kent 
County Nursing Home, Warwich, RI, 


u- Maude Eunice (Sears) Barker, b. 20 January, 1892, d. 7 April, 1978, at

Winifred Walker Sears, b. 27 February, 1876 in Dighton, MA, 1st daughter of Joseph 
Emery Sears and Sarah Rebecca (Walker). Married 8 March, 1899 at Dighton Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

Reverend Jerome Greer, b. 21 February, 1863 in Mercersburg, PA, lst son and 2nd 
child of Reverend James Greer and Olive Sarah (Jerome). 

Winifred graduated from Taunton High School and went on to Bridgewater Normal 
School where she trained to be a Latin Teacher. However, her first and only job as a public 
school teacher was in an elementary school in Peabody, MA. 

Jerome had put himself through school by doing carpentry. When he entered Nebraska 
Wesleyan he built a house for his mother and the family and also a carriage house for the 
President of the University, among other jobs. His older sister was graduated in the first class 
of four girls and Dad in the second class of four boys! In 1887 he was one of the founders 
of the Theophanian Society at the University (a group of serious minded young men who 
met together for discussions). He then came to Boston University School of Theology where 
he graduated and became a Methodist minister. He was sent to the Dighton pastorate where 
he boarded with Joseph and Sarah Sears. When Winifred came home from teaching in 
Peabody, MA they fell in love and were married in the Dighton church. 

Winifred was a fine pianist and taught both her daughters to play. Sarah went on to get 
the degree of Bachelor of Music from Yale University in 1925. Ruth graduated from the 
New England Conservatory of Music in Boston in 1931, majoring in Organ and Church 
music. James’ artistic abilities were at first a hobby and then a full time job as a landscape 
artist. In 1984 at 80 years of age he is vigorously pursuing his career in Denver, CO. 

Together, Winifred and Jerome served parishes in Stoughton, MA (where Sarah was 
born); East Greenwich, RI (where James was born); Norwichtown, CT (where Ruth was 
born); Niantic, CT; Centerville, RI; Mystic, CT; Thompsonville, CT; and Gales Ferry, CT. 
They retired to Dighton, MA where Dad remodeled the second floor in Grandma Sears 
house as an apartment for themselves. When Grandma died in 1939 they moved downstairs 
and rented the apartment. 

Mother’s hobbies were doing fancy work—knitting, crocheting, sewing, etc. and playing 
the piano. Her hands were seldom idle. She kept not only her own family in mittens and 
clothes, but made mittens for the “unfortunate.” She also amused herself and a great many 
others of us with her storytelling and poetry. For another ongoing job she was 
Corresponding secretary of the New England Southern Conference Women’s Home 
Missionary Society for twenty-five years! When we were living in Mystic she had to take care 
of all the correspondence of the society for a National Conference held in Providence, 
RI-this included arranging for the lodging of all the delegates, —a mammoth undertaking! 

During the retirement years they both were involved in community activities, mother 
with teaching sewing in evening school, working in the library, and putting up hot lunches 
for the local school teachers. Dad ran the farm (minus the cows!), did odd jobs of carpentry, 
became a library trustee and caretaker of the building, as well as custodian of the M.E. 
Church. 
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At Mother’s death on 14 September, 1955, Dad came to live with Ruth in Malden, MA. 
We had ‘‘at home”’ at Christmas and at his birthday in February during those years. 

Jerome died near New Haven, CT on 6 May, 1964 at the age of 101, in possession of all 
his faculties except hearing.

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Chapter 16 Hartford, Connecticut Region Goodells 


Maurice (Shirley Maurice Goodell) was brought up by Grandma Goodell (Ida Starr) at 
her home in South Middleboro, MA, in a section of town known as Rock Village. These 
were depression days and he worked at jobs in the area as well as tending the orchard and 
flocks of poultry, providing produce to be sold in the area. Following graduation from 
Middleboro High School in 1934 he moved to the Hartford, CT area attending the 
Connecticut Trade Schools and apprenticing with Pratt and Whitney division of United 
Aircraft, working as a tool and die maker there and with Wiremold Co. for the next twenty 
years. From 1955 until his death in 1958 he was process engineer for Hamilton Standard, 
Division of United Aircraft Corporation at Windsor Locks. CT. 

On 27 June 1942, he married Inez Gemma Monaco, daughter of Paul and Mathilde 
Monaco of Schenectady, NY. Inez’ father was born in South America and her mother was 
born in Italy. Following graduation from Schenectady High School in 1931 she attended 
Manchester, CT Community College and University of Hartford. 

Maurice was always interested in woodworking, camping, small scale farming and 
general tinkering. He owned and operated Goodell’s Bicycle Shop and was active in the 
Masons (St. Marks Lodge #91, AF&AM, Granby, CT). He built their home in East Granby, 
CT and Inez was homemaker from 1942 until the children were school age; then she worked 
as secretary for the school department in East Granby, CT until 1965 and as office manager 
for Preston Engravers in Hartford, CT until her retirement in 1971. On 4 January, 1973 she 
married Edwin Reinhold in East Windsor, CT and they now winter in Florida and summer in 
Connecticut while traveling extensively. 

Maurice’s interest in the outdoors and Inez’ love for dancing and exercise were 
transmitted to their children all of whom report similar interests.

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Chapter 17 Vignettes 


Other Family 


As the Goodells were a family of all girls and one brother, Grandpa Sears came from a 
family of five boys with Aunt Mary and Aunt Alice. The youngest was Uncle Fred (William 
F. Sears), who was married to Aunt Minnie Harward in 1887 by Grandpa Joseph E. Sears. 
Their first daughter, Bernice Estelle Sears was born 18 September, 1888. Mother, her first 
cousin, was born 28 September, 1888. They always called each other ‘‘twin” and were very 
close to one another. Bernice’s sister, Maude was born 20 January, 1892. Moving from So. 
Harwich, MA to Providence, RI when Uncle Fred became the furrier for Shepherd Co., 
Maude and Bernice attended Providence Schools, Classical High School and Brown 
University (Pembroke). As the Sears family originally came from the Brewster, MA area, it is 
not strange that the Goodell family have, many of them, chosen to live there during periods 
of their lives. After Trenor and Dot had taken Maude and Bernice to So. Harwich in 
September 1964, Bernice wrote: 


“You have given Maude and me a most interesting afternoon, and I want to thank 
you...So many changes have occurred in our area of South Harwich that it doesn’t look 
as it did when we lived there. Father had three stores in a row. The first one was small. 
Aunt Alice told me that he kept store to support his mother when he was only a young 
boy. Then a larger store was built, and he and Uncle Ben were in together. As I 
understand it, the small store was a grocery store, and when the larger one was built, 
“dry and fancy goods”’ were added. The third was added for grain. Back of these three 
was the lumber yard with two large buildings where shingles and more lumber were 
stored. Then there were two barns, one for the horses and the other for carriages. 

Uncle Bennie and Aunt Stella moved to Cotuit when I was five years old, and 
Uncle Ben started his store of dry and fancy goods there. They moved because Aunt 
Stella’s Aunt Eliza asked them to come and live with her and gave them her large 
house. Uncle Ben had a very successful business... 

In the fall of 1898 a fire that started near the railroad swept through our area of 
South Harwich, destroying much property and woodland. Altogether 13 houses were 
burned, most of them very near ours. Father lost the barn where he kept two carriages 
and also lost the carriages. We were all away at the time of the fire. I was in Cotuit and 
the others were in Boston. Father had gone there to buy Christmas goods for the store. 

South Harwich was a sad looking place when we went home. Most of the houses 
that burned had been near us, where they were part of the landscape. Now chimneys 
and ruins had taken their places. Since the ruins remained and nobody rebuilt, our 
folks decided that it was time for a change. They moved to Providence in May, 
L900R 


Bernice taught in Harvard, MA, and then moved back home to 10 Verndale Avenue to 
be with Aunt Minnie. She taught English and Latin at Classical High School for more than 
50 years. Maude taught at Littleton, MA, where she met Harry Stearns Barker (1888-1963). 
They were married and moved to E. Greenwich where Maude taught English and Latin in 
the East Greenwich High School. As there were no children in their family, their generosity in 
helping Marion’s children was greatly appreciated. Their greatest enjoyment was being a part 
of the Goodell family get-togethers. Maude passed away on 7 April, 1978, and Bernice died

a year later on 13 May, 1979.

CLOSETS 


The smell of fresh sheets in the “‘linen closet’? was where all the laundry was carefully 
ironed and stacked. Each pillow case had a crocheted edging. When sheets were ‘“‘changed,”’ 
the top sheet went on the bottom and the bottom sheets and pillow cases were laundered. It 
was Ruth and Eunie’s job to attend to the bedding. One song sung as we each took a side, 
would usually accomplish the task. 

The ‘“‘C.C.” stood for the “Clothes Closet’? which was really the hallway to the attic 
over the kitchen. This was lined with the shelves for the ‘‘what-nots”’ and those items which 
could not be found elsewhere could be found in the “‘C.C.”” There must have been stairs at 
an earlier time going to the “‘C.C.” from the hallway between the kitchen and the sewing 
room—over the cellar stairs. This was where Mother would keep all of her sewing materials 
and patterns from which we all had hand-made dresses. 

Mother’s closet was under the front stairs. “‘Rosamunde,” her china doll, was kept in a 
brown box on the shelf. She was the doll that we children could look at but never touch or 
play with. Of all the registers in the house, the one by Mother’s closet was the warmest. 
Winter “longjohns” could get heated as we put them on when we stood over that register. It 
was worthwhile being the first out of bed, so we could get to the register ahead of the rest. 

Pa’s closet was between the bathroom and the parlor, long enough to hold all the old 
sheet music and Etudes from the early 1900’s. Mother’s guitar, Pa’s clarinet, Trenor’s 
saxaphone were neatly stashed away in this closet, along with Pa’s suits. There was the box 
that held the purple velvet Lord Fauntleroy suit that Trenor wore in 1925 at the wedding of 
Maude Eunice Sears when she was married to Harry Stearns Barker. 
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Written by an 84-year-old grandpa, (Joseph E. Sears), for his little 3-year-old granddaughter 
(Jean Marion Goodell), and dedicated to all lovers of little children with their funny, fuzzy, 
frolicsome, little kittens. 


“T can’t think where my kitty’s gone,”

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Biography of Joseph Emery Sears written by bis wife, 
Sarah Rebecca (Walker) Sears 


Born at West Brewster, 4 April, 1848. Third of a family of five boys and three girls. 
Attended school from five to ten years of age summer and winter; attended school winters 
only from thirteen to twenty-one years of age. At 21 years of age, without a dollar or a 
good suit of clothes, purposed to go through college. Went cook of a codfisherman the first 
six months to get funds to start at the fitting school. With this amount, $250.00 and what 
could be earned by teaching some, preaching some, and canvassing for books, pictures, etc. 
with some help from good friends, succeeded in graduating from Prov. Conf. Seminary and 
Boston University College of Liberal Arts. 

He d. 14 August, 1933 aged 85 years, 4 mos., 10 days; she d. 23 January, 1939 aged 88 
years, 2 mos., 15 days.

Goodell, Trenor Franklin, res. Dighton, MA. Methodist, Republican, served Town of 
Dighton as volunteer fireman, many years on School Committee, and in later life as 
Financial chairman of town committee, and member of Union School Committee most 
of the period, Dighton-Berkley-Freetown comprising the union; was member of Board 
of Trustees, Dighton Methodist Episcopal Church; past master of Dighton Rock 
Grange, member of Dighton Rock Band. Remembered by his oldest daughter for his 
patience and silent understanding of the trials and tribulations of his adolescent 
daughters, his hard physical labor, his care of the flower beds as well as the vegetable 
gardens, his patriotic display of the flag on all holidays, his sense of loyalty to relative 
and friends. He was born in Mt. Holly, VT 26 January, 1886 and received his 
elementary education in a one-room school located not far from the farm where he was 
born. Secondary education not being available nearer than Rutland, VT his parents 
decided to have him live with his mother’s sister, Susie (Starr) Hutchinson, whose 
husband, Sherburn Cilley Hutchinson was Superintendent of Schools in Attleboro, but 
two years later transferred to Dighton, and lived in the house which he later owned for 
the last 30 years of his life. Next door lived Marion Josephine Sears, and for the last 
two years of high school her ability in English and his in Mathematics was the 
beginning of 38 years of mutual helpfullness. After high school he went to Albany 
Business College, but his education there was interrupted by the rupture of his 
appendix, which in those days usually meant quick death; in his case the fortunate visit 
of his cousin, Dr. Collins of Albany, who quickly recognized the symptoms, and took 
the necessary steps to arrange for immediate surgery, saved his life, but a long 
convalescence was required, and he returned to Mt. Holly, VT. His father, then about 
seventy, had experienced a shock, and needed help caring for the two farms, a large 
herd of dairy cattle, and perhaps also the comfort of having his only son with him! He 
returned to Dighton to marry his high-school sweetheart, and together they spent their 
first winter in Vermont. Homesickness and the harsh winter combined to cause a 
decision to sell the Vermont farms, and buy one in Dighton, the same, in fact, that 
Marion’s grandfather had farmed during his lifetime. Business training led to the 
conclusion that one paid the hired man more than one earned, and after one year, that 
was sold, and the only local opportunity seemed that of grocery store clerk, at first 
with D.D. Andrews, for about five years, and then a year or two at the North Dighton 
Cooperative Store. World War I caused rapid expanding at Mt. Hope Finishing Co., and 
the lure of higher wages took him there in 1918, at first unloading rolls of gray goods; 
he was strong, but short, about 5’2%”, and the trucks were high, a combination which 
caused a rupture of the abdomen, and doctor’s orders to give up the labor. However, 
the mill was anxious to keep a good worker, and an office position was found, 
inventory clerk of dyes and chemicals, with laborers provided to do the moving 
necessary. This position was held until he was incapacitated by shock, or cerebral 
hemorrhage, one of which followed another, until hospital care was required, and he 
died in the same hospital as his father did, of similar causes, but at a much younger age. 


Sears, Marion Josephine, b. Dighton, 28 September, 1888, in the same house on Williams 
Street where her first two children were born. She attended a one room school at Flat 
Rock, now remodeled into a home, almost opposite the western end of Main Street, 
Dighton. Later her parents moved to the village, near Elm Street, on Main, and 
opposite the Baptist church. There she met Trenor Goodell, who lived with his aunt,

Mrs. S.C. Hutchinson, while attending Taunton High School from Sept. 1902-June 
1904. She was skilled at the piano, and early a teacher of that instrument, having 
continued her studies at the Boston “‘New England Conservatory of Music.” She began 
at Bridgewater Normal School in September 1904, but became homesick, and when 
the doctor learned she was not yet 16, sent her home to mature for a year or two. She 
taught at the Flat Rock Schoolhouse for one year, and then returned to Taunton High 
School for a post-graduate year. She corresponded with her fiance, and a wedding was 
arranged for 27 November 1907, in the farmhouse we remember as “Grandma Sears’ .”’ 
The winter at Vermont has been described; we were told of ice forming on the water in 
the commode set of their bedroom; of the community dances, at which hard cider was 
often served, much against her upbringing of total abstinence from alcoholic beverages, 
and even a Methodist prohibition of dancing itself. Soon they were back in Dighton, 
and the daughters arrived, Elizabeth Starr, named for his grandmother, 21 January 
1909; Alice Sears, for her great-aunt, 2 January 1910; Edith Louise, for a friend, 9 July 
1911; Elinor Walker, 24 February 1914, and then measles, with complications for 
Edith, the gentlest and sweetest of the girls, who was sick less than a week and died on 
Saturday, 17 February, 1917. For awhile there were no more piano lessons, and 
sadness prevailed, and a new picture of a grave little girl was hung in the dining room, 
where it stayed until the house was sold; flowers went to her grave daily during the 
summer months, and all the neighbors mourned her loss; though three sisters survived, 
none took her place! And on the hottest day on record, 1 August 1917 Winifred Leona 
arrived, the first Goodell to be born in a hospital, the newly decorated Mt. Hope 
Hospital, which saw the births of all the rest of the family, and the tonsilectomies of 
many. In October 1918 the influenza epidemic struck schools were closed, and Marion 
alone, of all the family acquired the disease, but her mother’s careful nursing, and the 
wonderful fall weather in which the rest of the family lived out of doors, saved her, 
and the son, Trenor Franklin, Jr. who arrived 29 December 1918, to the great joy of all. 
Three more girls arrived, Ruth Leslie on 15 December 1921 and Eunice Miriam, 4 
November 1923 and Jean Marion, 15 February 1929, the last having two sisters at 
Boston University whom she seldom saw during babyhood. Depression was not as 
difficult with the Goodells as with some of their neighbors, for the father was on 
salary, and eggs and chickens, peas, corn, and many other vegetables and fruits were 
available in return for grain, fertilizer, and hard work; there was opportunity and 
encouragement for higher education, and Marion found time to substitute as a teacher, 
to accompany glee clubs, etc., to sponsor orchestral training for her musical daughters, 
sewed evening dresses, tatted, read a great deal, and occasionally traveled briefly, but 
was always glad to return to her rocking chair in the sewing room. Her sister came back 
next door, when Jerome Greer retired from the ministry, her parents slipped away, and 
her chief problem was the pain of arthritis which eventually hospitalized her briefly at 
several places, for a year at Lakeville, MA and on the opening of Island Terrace Nursing 
Home, a place was found for her, where her children, grandchildren, and 
great-grandchildren remember frequent visits and her cheerfulness, in spite of the 
deformity and pain of the rheumatoid arthritis. 


Hathaways of America, page 91, shows the parentage of Rebecca Hathaway, b. 
Berkley, MA, d. Berkley, MA 31 December 1865; m. Taunton, MA intention filed 23 


December 1810, Noah Thrasher. 


Noah and Rebecca (Hathaway) Thrasher had a daughter, Sarah Greaves Thrasher, b. 
Taunton, 10 November 1826; d. Dighton, MA 28 September 1877; m. Foxboro, MA 2 
October 1843, Nathan Walker, son of Henry and Polly (Gardner) Walker, b. Swansea, MA 8 
January 1810; d. Dighton, 27 November 1896. Those of our generation remember the 
picture of ‘Grandpa Walker’ which hung in his daughter’s sitting room. Another is in the 
Brick Church, for he was a Deacon there. We heard grandma tell of the family prayers, for 
he had all his hired help, even in strawberry season when there were many hired hands, 
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come in for prayers before breakfast. He would not pick strawberries on a Sunday, and was 
a strict Baptist. Noah and Rebecca are buried in Fox Cemetery, in Berkley; their gravestones 
can be seen from the road. Many of Rebecca’s ancestors are buried further back in the same 
cemetery. 

Nathan Walker was married twice, both wives being sisters. The younger sister went to 
his home to care for the little ones as her older sister was dying, and exactly a year later she 
married her brother-in-law, thus making her nephews her step-children. The family burying 
lot is on Williams Street, West Dighton, and the brother, Johnnie, who did not come 
marching home again from the Civil War is buried there. The Walker ancestors had lived in 
Dighton, Rehoboth, Taunton, and Swansea, MA, for eight generations. 

Sarah Rebecca Walker, b. Dighton, MA, 8 November, 1850, attended the Flat Rock 
School, and Bridgewater Normal School, came back to teach at Flat Rock, and was 
“auditioned” by the Fall River School Superintendent, who persuaded her to teach in the 
city. She was a successful teacher, but fell in love with a young lay preacher of the 
Methodist Church, then working his way through Boston University College of Liberal Arts, 
where he graduated in the first class. They were married 17 June 1874, and lived with her 
family until he bought the farm opposite the Baptist Church in Dighton, MA. 

Joseph Emery Sears, b. Brewster, MA, 4 April 1848, d. Dighton, MA, 14 August 1933, 
m. 17 June 1874 Sarah Rebecca Walker, who died 23 January 1939. They are buried in the 
Town Cemetery, off the Elm Street entrance. She was active in Ladies Aid, president for 
many years, often baked chicken pies for church suppers, loved to make patchwork quilts, 
crochet pillow case edgings, knit mittens, etc. Played hymns on the piano, but encouraged 
both daughters to become accomplished piano players. He was Sunday School 
Superintendent, could perform marriages, conduct funerals, and assist in communion at 
Methodist churches, but never returned to college for a theological degree. He raised 
asparagus, hens, cows, a few fruits and vegetables, loved to read, and to speak before 
audiences, usually at church. He always wore a beard, and assumed a certain dignity. Was 
not afraid to speak out at town meeting for better education and high community 
standards. His daughters and grandchildren meant a great deal to him. 

In 1965 the home place has gone to people who do not take pride in it, but the 
memory of those who did lives on.
